WASHINGTON, April 6—An army of 
1,000,000 men, no element of which shall 
have had less than six months’ inten- 
sive training, is the direct object of the 
administration army bill made public 
last. night. 

Major-General Scott, chief of staff, 
is expected to go before either the House 
or Senate Military Committee next Mon- 
day to outline the plan under which ap- 
proximately $3,000,000,000 has been asked 
to carry out the project. 
The plans provide for building up 32 
infantry divisions and four cavalry di- 
visions, distributed at 16 training dis- 
trict headquarters.

of German Ships by U. S. 
Decision in a Spanish War Case 


Confiscation 


By STERLING E. EDMUNDS, 


Lecturer on International Law, St. 
Louis University Law School. 


HERE is a growing popular de- 
7 man throughout the United 
States that the 70-odd German 
vessels in our ports, aggregating a 
carrying capacity of over 500,000 tons, 
be immediately pressed into’the ser- 
vice of the country, Senator Lodge 
advocated their confiscation in the 
Senate debate on the war resolution 
April 4. 

There is not the slightest doubt of 
the legal right of the United States 
Government, as a belligerent, to take 
over the vessels and use them. The 
only question is, if they are used, is 
there an implied obligation to make 
compensation? 

Private property of all kinds, en- 
emy or neutral, on land or at sea, 
may be taken in war, under the rights 
of pre-emption, requisition, or an- 
garia, but, unless of a contraband na- 
ture, an obligation to make restitu- 
tion or compensation is usually im- 
plied. 

Public enemy property, that is, 
property owned by or in the service 
of the enemy Government, is confis- 
cable. Whether the German ships in 
our ports may merely be used under 
an obligation to pay, or may be con- 
fiscated outrigM@, depends mainly 
upon whether they possess the char- 
acter of public property. 

Built for Possible War Use. 

It is pertinent in this connection to 
cite the fact that these German vessels 
are owned largely by the Hamburg- 
American and North German Lloyd 
companies, and that a contract exists 
between these companies and the Ger- 
man Government whereby, through sub- 
sidies or otherwise, they may be imme- 
diately: taken over by Germany as 
auxiliary vessels of the German navy 
in the event of war. They are actually 
built with this in view. 

Does this contract give to them such a 
public character as to lift them out of 
the class of non-confiscable private prop- 
erty?

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Five German Steamers Are Taken 
Over at Boston. 

BOSTON, April 6.—The five refugee 
German steamers here are in the pos- 
session of United States officials to- 
day. Collector of the Port Edmund Bil- 
lings seized the steamers Amerika, Cin- 
cinnati, Wittekind, Koln and Ockenfels 
an hour and a half after the House of 
Representatives had declared for war. 
He was assisted by a force of bluejack- 
ets, custom guards and police. The 
crews made no resistance and were 
‘taken to the immigration station to be 
held under guard pending the Govern- 
ment’s decision as to their disposition. 

Within a few minutes after receipt of 
orders from Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo, the seizing party was on the 
way across the harbor to the docks 
where the German ships iay. 

There were some verbal remon- 
strances from some of the Germans. 
The purser of the Amertka, clad in pa- 
jamas, objected to an order to go on 
deck in the prevaiiing mixture of snow 
and rain When pressed to move he 
threw up his hands and cried: ‘Kill me 


out there.”’ 

Capt. Charles A. Polack of the North 
German Lloyd liner Kronprinzessin Ce- 
cilie, who has been quartered on the 
Koln since his vessel was taken over 
by the Federal courts, assisted in car- 
ing for the men. His feelings were in- 
dicated, however, by a remark to a 
newspaper man: ‘Too bad that I did 
not keep my ship on for Germany in- 
stead of bringing her to all the troubie 
hore.”’ 

No trace of explosive or incendiary 
device was found on any of the vessels. 
Two ehota were fired, but in each in- 
stance it was said to have been the ac- 
‘cidental discharge of a sailor’s gun. 

The steamers seized were valued at 
$18,000,000 when they tied up here after 
the war started in 1914, but are now 
rated at $23,000,000 because of the ad- 
vancing value of tonnage. Ali the ves- 
sels, however, have been damaged by 
their crews since the rupture of diplo- 
matic reiations with Germany. As a 
fresuit none is ready for sea. Officials, 
estimate that repairs will take at least 


six months. | | 


S. 535, decided during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, seems to justify an affirma- 
tive answer. After the outbreak of the 
war with Spain, President McKinley 
laid down by proclamation certain rules 
which would govern the treatment of 
Spanish merchant vessels then in our 
ports, or met with at sea, proceeding to 
or from our ports. They were not to be 
confiscated, but were to be allowed 30 
days in which to reach their home 
ports. 

The Panama, a Spanish ship, was cap- 
tured during this period near Havana, 
having sailed from New York. before 
the outbreak of the war. The lower 
court condemned it as lawful prize and 
the Supreme Court affirmed the deci- 
sion, on the ground that it was not a 
private Spanish merchant vessel within 
the intention .f the President's procla- 
mation. 

The Panama had. a commission as a 
royal mail shi», she carried a.certain 
small armament, and, under a contract 
between her owners and.the Spanish 
Government, she might be at once taken 
over by Spain as an auxiliary naval 
vessel. 


“The intent of the proclamation,” 
said the Court, “was to exempt for a 
time from capture peaceful commer- 
cial vessels, and not to assist the 
enemy in obtaining weapons of war; 
and it could not be reasonably con- 
strued as exempting from capture a 
Spanish vessel owned by a subject of 
the enemy; having an armament fit 
for hostile use; intended, in the event 
of war, to be used as a war vessel; 
destined to the port of the enemy; 
and liable, on arriving there, to be 
taken possession of by the enemy, and 
employed as an auxiliary cruiser in 


the enemy’s navy.” 
A 


All of these elements do not concur 
in the cases of the German vessels 
now in our ports, but the most im- 
portant does—the fact that they are 
under contract as potential naval ves- 
sels of Germany. The recent inten- 
tional crippling of their machinery, 
presumably at the instance of thé 
German Government, tends to prove 
actual present control of these ves- 
sels by the German Government un- 
der its contract rights. This would 
undoubtedly give them the character 
of confiscable public property. 


It has long been the endeavor of 
the United States to obtain universal 
recognition of a principle: of com- 
plete exemption of all private prop- 
erty at sea from capture,.excepting 
contratand and such other property, 
including ships, as is designed for 
war-like use. When The Hague con- 
ference of 1907 adopted certain arti- 
cles declaring “it is desirable” that 
enemy merchant ships in port at the 
outbreak of war be allowed freely to 
depart, the United States declined to 
sign the convention, considering it 
reactionary. It wished a clear-cut 
positive exemption of such ships. The 
convention expressly withheld pro- 
tection from “merchant ships whose 
build shows they are intended for 
conversion into warships,” which, of 
course, was not inconsistent with the 
position taken by the United States 
It has never been our desire to ex- 
empt this class of property. 


Fortugal’s Ship Seizures. 

The action »f Portugal in seizing Ger- 
man ships in he. ports in February, 1916, 
throws some light on the question. This 
step was taken while Portugal was a 
neutral, to supply a serious shortage 
in her tonnage and to meet her pressing 
commercial needs. Compensation was 
promised to the. owners. On March 9, 
following, however, Germany declared 
war on Portugal, making many other 
allegations of unneutral conduct. In re- 
porting upon this situation to the House 
of Commons, March 14, Sir HBdward 
Grey, the Forcign Minister, said: 


“They (Portugal) were but following a 
course of action which would have in- 
jured no third party, for requisition 
would have been followed by payment 
in compensatior, but the German Gov- 
ernment saw fit to precipitate matters 
by a peremptory demand for an ex- 
planation, shortly followed by a declar- 
ation of war, thus altering the whole 
position as regards the payment of any 
compensation for the vessels." 

The inference from this statement is 
very plain that the British Government 
considers the German vessels in Portu- 
gal's hands now confiscable, since war 
has supervene.l.

and the Federalized national guard for 
individual volunteers. There will be 
places waiting for every man who seeks 
rank as an officer and who can demon- 
strate in actual service his right to lead- 
ership. 


A bill prepared by the general staff 


and approved by- the President for sub-} 


mission to Congress provides for the 
immediate filling up of the regular army 
and national guard to war strength of 
more than 800,000, by draft unless 
enough volunteers enlist quickly, and 
for bringing into the service by late 
summer of the first 500,00u of the new 
force of younz men between the ages 
of 19 and 25 years to be called to the 
colors by selective conscription. 

In drafting its program the staff rec- 
ognized the fact that the United States 
must start at the beginning and train 
first an army ~«* 100,000 officers and non- 
commissioned cificers to undertake the 
training of the ttousands of youths who 
will enter the service with no notion of 
military duty or life. 

Expansion of Regular Army. 

Expansion of the present regular army 
to its full war strength of 287,000 enlist- 
ed men and 11,700 officers, means many 
new regiments of all arms to be created 
by dividing existing regiments and fill- 
ing each half to war strength with vol- 
unteers or conscripts. The national 
guard “regiments, all of which can be 
called in the Federal service under the 
existing laws, will have approximately 
327,000 men and 10,300 officers at war 
strength. 

No new regiments of the guard will 


be organized and the full limit of the 


national defense act would be invoked 
to wipe out any distinction between 
Federal and State forces. Here also 
volunteers would be received and draft- 
ing resorted to only when necessary. 

These two steps would provide a total 
force of 614,000 men and 22,000 officers, 
to be supplemented by a recruit organi- 
zation for each unit, making an addi- 
tional 200,000 men under training, but 
to be held in reserve to fill gaps in the 
active army as they occurred. 

For five months these expanded forces 
will be subjected to training of a char- 
acter hitherto unknown in this country. 
Simultaneously the registration of all 
men between the ages of 19 and 25 will 
be carried out with Federal, state and 
municipal authorities co-operating.

Berlin Announces 15 Guns and 
150 Machine Guns Were 
Taken in Offensive. 


REPULSE SOUTH OF RIGA 

Petrograd Tells of Victory 

There; French Win in the 
Vicinity of Rheims. 


BERLIN. via London, April 6.—More 


than 9000 Russians, 15 guns and 160 ma- 
chine guns and mine throwers were Ccap- 
tured by the Germans in their attack on 
the Russian bridgehead on the Stokhod, 
the War Office announces. 


Germans HKeporteg Repulsed in At- 
tack South of Uiga. 
PETROGRAD, April 6<—German forces 
yesterday took the offensive in the re- 
gion south of Riga and succeeded in 
penetrating the Russian lines, says an 
official statement issued today by the 
Russian War Department. Later the 
Russians launched a counter-attack, 
drove out the Teutons and restored the 

position. 

An official statement issued yesterday 
said: 

‘‘After Tuesday’s battle for the muni- 
tions dump on the left bank of the River 
Stokhod, in the region of Toboly-Helen- 
in, which was unsuccessful for us, our 
detachments occupied the right bank of 
the river. The enemy is conducting an 
intermittent artillery fire. 

“According to information from the 
office ‘commanding, our men who were 
defending the munitions dump suffered 
severe losses from two regiments of the 
fifth rifle division. Only a few tens 
of men reached the right bank of the 
Stokhod. Both commandors of the regi- 
ments were killed. The third regimenre 
of this division withdrew without losses. 
The other regiments also did > ot suf- 
fer so heavily. 

Yesterday the enemy opened heavy 
artillery fire on the sector of Pieniaki- 
Tchepeli-Zvischen, in the direction . of 
Zlochoff (Northern Galicia), bombard- 
ing the first and second line trenches 
and the whole of the rear. The firing 
was directed by airplanes dropping 
bombs. 

“The enemy delivered an attack. 
which was beaten back by our fire at 
Tchepeli. After this the enemy made 
five attacks in the direction of Tchepeli 
and during the fifth attack succeeded 
in entering our trenches but was driven 
out immediately by our counter attacks. 

“By a sixth attack the enenmiy’s in- 
fantry succeeded in. occupying 2 portion 
of the trenches near Tchepeli. Towards 
night our troops dislodged the enemy 
and completely restored the position. 


French Regain Lost Trenches North- 
west of Rheims. 

PARIS, April 6.—The War Office an- 
nounced today that counter attacks 
with grenades last night enabled the 
French to recover further portions of 
the trenches which the Germans in a 
powerful attack with picked troops yes- 
terday captured northwest of Rheims 
The statement says: 

‘On the front between the Somme and 
the Oise artillery fighting was contin- 
ued in a fairly lively manner during the 
night. A German counter attack, pre- 
ceded by a violent bombardment 
against our positions north of La Folie 
Farm, was checked quickly by our cur- 
tain of fire. There were patrol encoun- 
ters near Hill 116, northwest of La 
Folie, and near Beautor, southwest of 
La Fere. 

‘‘We made considerable progress north 
of Landricourt. There was no change 
between the Ailette and the Aisne. 

‘Northwest of Rheims counter aij- 
tacks with grenades enabled us to make 
progress and reoccupy further portions 
of trenches.”’ 

Last night’s statement read: 

“On the western border of the Argon- 
ne, after a lively bombardment, the 
Germans carried out a surprise attack 
on one of our trenches north of Vienne- 
Le-Chateau. The enemy, who made 
use of flaming liquids, was repulsed by 
our barrage fire and left dead and pris- 
oners in our hands. 

“Northwest of «wzheims a German at- 
tack against our positions between Sapi- 
gneul and the Godat farm developed on 
a front of 2500 meters. The enemy had 
assembled numerous special troops for 
the assault with the object of driving us 
from the left bank of the canal of the 
Aisne, as proved by orders found on 
dead officers or prisoners. The attack 
completely failed -over the greater part 
of the front, where we reoccupfed al- 
most immediately our first line trenches. 

‘Counter attacks are under way for 
the recapture of some elements that the 
enemy still holds.” 


Berlin Reports Capture of 842 Men 
on Atene Front. 

BERLIN, via London, April 6—The 
artillery engagements on the Artois 
front have increased during the last 
few days, especially from the Ancre to 
the southern bank of the Scarpe,’ says 
today’s army headquarters statement. 

“On the Aisne front, as a result of a 
successful move entered into yesterday 
near Sapigne, lively firing developed, we 
taking 16 officers and 827 men prison- 
ers, with four machine guna, 10 mine 
throwers and much munitions, and re 
pulsing a French counter attack. 

“A British section of four machines 
was destroyed by our chasseur-echelons 
in the Doual region."

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The war resolution was adopted by 
the house of Representatives shortly after 3 o’clock this morning 
The vote was 373 to 50.—The debate in

of Representative Kitchin of North Carolina, the Democratic leader 
in the House, Whose attitude encouraged others to oppose the reso- 
lution after they had announced they would vote for it. Among 
those who voted against war were Representatives Igoe, Decker,

The resolution passed the House in 
the same form as adopted by the Senate 
Wednesday night. It declares that a 
state of war exists and directs the Pres- 
ident to employ all the naval and mili- 
tary forces of the United States and re- 

_sources of the Government to carry on 
war to-a successful conclusion. Final 
action on the resolution came after 17 
hours of ‘continuous debate and a few 
minutes afterwards Speaker Clark af- 


fixed his signature. After the resolution | 


is signed by Vice President Marshall it 
will be rushed to the President. 

Among the 50 who voted against war 
there were 32 Republicans, 16 Democrats, 
one Socialist and one Prohibitionist. Vot- 
ing affirmatively were 193 Democrats, 
177 Republicans, two Progressives and 
one Independent. 


Miss Rankin Votes No. 
Democratic leader Kitchin and Miss 


Jeannette Rankin, the new woman 
member from Montana, were two of 
those who voted negatively. After fail- 
ing to answer to the roll call of her 
name twice on the first roll call, Miss 
Rankin rose on the second roll call, 
trembling, obviously badly frightened 
and with a sob in her voice, declared: 
“T want to stand by my country, but I 
cannot vote for war.”’ 

Still she did not formally cast her vote 
and half a dozen of her colleagues, 
wearied by the protracted debate, de- 
manded ‘Vote, vote.’’ Sinking into her 
seat, Miss Rankin whispered ‘‘no.’’ The 
clerk went to her seat to corroborate her 
vote. : 

Administration leaders were greatly 
worried last night lest Kitchin's atti- 
tude would result in a demand for a 
change in House leadership. Hisses from 
the Democratic side which greeted Rep- 
resentative Heflin of Alabama, however, 
when he declared in a speech later that 
Kitchin should resign from Congress be- 
cause he did not represent -the senti- 
ment of the country, appeared to quiet 
effectively the fears, temporarily at 
least. 

A majority of those who opposed the 
resolution, including Mr. Kitchin, an- 
nounced that once it was passed they 
would support it without reservation. 
Kitchin as chairman of the Ways and 
(Means Committee will have’charge of 
the preparation of revenue bills to meet 
the enormous war expenditures. 

No time limit was put on the debate, 
and it was a field day of talking. Every 

- member who wanted to talk had an 

opportunity to do so. It was estimated 
today that more than 100 speeches were 
delivered. 

Save fora short time spent in dis-

fronted this country and that only war 
could save the national honor. 
Administration leaders until yesterday 
had paid little attention to reports that 
Representative Kitchin would oppose 
the resolution. Rather looking to him 
as the man who would have to lead the 
fight for revenue, they talked with him 
freely of the financial phase of the sit- 
uation. Aroused by reports of his atti- 
tude Democratic leaders hastened to his 
office to find that he had prepared a 
part of a speech opposing the resolu- 
tion. Fellow members of the House and 
Senators pleaded vainly with him to 
abandon his plan. Possible loss of the 
House leadership and his forced exit 
from public life as well as the demands 
of patriotism were pointed out to him. 


Pacifists in the Fight. 
Pacifists, learning of the activity of 


administration supporters, quickly 
jumped into the fight. Their lines 
thinned by threatened desertions of 
some of their strongest members, they 
saw in the winning of Kitchin a possi- 
bility of rallying the wavering repre- 
sentatives back into camp. Representa- 
tive Shackleford of Missouri and Repre- 
sentative Sherwood of Ohio strongly 
urged Kitchin to make his speech. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon after almost continuous confer- 
ences for six hours, Representative 
Kitchin announced publicly that he 
would speak against the resolution. His 
entrance into the chamber shortly after- 
ward caused a quickening of lagging in- 
terest in the debate. 

Representative Hensley of Missouri, 
who on Tuesday said he would vote for 
the resolution, hastily announced that 
he had decided it was his duty to op- 
pose it. Others who had deserted the 
pacifist camp ‘said they were thinking 
seriously and probably would vote in 
the negative. 


Without His Usual Fire. 
Obviously wearied by the day’s events, 


Kitchin spoke without his usual fire. 

“In view of the many assumptions of 
loyalty and patriotism,” he said, ‘‘on the 
part of some of those who favor the 
resolution and insinuations by them of 
ccwardice and disloyalty on the part of 
those who oppose it, offshoots doubt- 
less of the passionate moment, let me at 
once remind the House that it takes 
neither moral nor physical courage to 
declare a war for others to fight. It is 
evidence of neither loyalty nor patriot- 
ism for one to urge others to get into 
war when he knows that he himself is 
going to keep ont. 

“The depth of my sorrow, the intens-

Kitchin was héartily applauded from 
all sides as he concluded, 

“Imperative Duty of U. 8S.” 

Representative Fitzgerald, Democrat, 
of New York, said he would vote for 
the resolution and was willing to pledge 
all the resources of the country to 
bring the conflict to a successful ter- 
mination. 

“It is the imperative duty of the 
United States,’’ he said, amid great ap- 
plause, “to co-operate with every other 
nation in the common warfare against 
the common enemy of the civilized 
world. ‘It means sacrifice, heartrend- 
ings, bloodshed, overwhelming burdens 
of taxation for the American people, 
but there are some things worse than 
hardship, toil and burdens, and there 
is nothing worse than the condition of 
a people who have lost their self-re- 
spect.’’ 

Representative Hulburt tried ineffec- 
tually to secure agreement that, if a 
vote were not had by midnight, which 
would encroach, he said, on Good Fri- 
day, the House adjourn over until Sat- 
urday. 

Representative Rainey of Illinois told 
the House: ‘‘We war not against the 
people; we war against the Hohenzol- 
lerns.”’ 


Challenges Heflin. 


Representative Burnett of Alabama, 
in the course of a speech against the 
resolution, challenged Representative 
Heflin to circulate a petition in the 
House to secure support for his decla- 
ration that Majority Leader Kitchin 
should resign.” He also asked his col- 
leagues to prove himself consistent by 
enlisting as a private tn the army. 
Interchanges between the two Ala- 
bamans were made to the accompani- 
ment of shouts of applause from both: 
sides of the chamber of the galleries. 
Heflin, unable to get recognition, in- 
sisted on replying, shouting that he 
would resign and fight for his country. 
Burnett continued his heckling until 
the Sergeant-at-Arms produced the 
mace, symbol of the authority of the 
House, and compelled him to take his 
seat. 
Shortly before 9 o'clock last night 
Representative Mann, Republican lead- 
er, took the floor to support the reso- 
lution. He praised the courage of those 
opposing, but said there was nothing 
for Congress to do but stand by the 
President. 

Mann States Position. 
“I wish,” said Mann, ‘‘to pay a trib- 
ute to the courage of those members of 
the House who, in the exercise vf their 
responsibility cast upon them, have ex- 
pressed their opposition to this resolu- 
tion. I want particularly to pay my 


+tribute to the rare courage of the gen- 


tleman from North Carolina. 
“I do not agree with them, but this 
is a time when members of this body, 
aye all citizens of the country, have the 
right to express their opposition to the 
war, for tomorrow when the war is de- 
clared it will become the duty of all cit- 
izens to hold up the honor and power 
of the republic. 
“For two and one-half years I have 
done ail in my power by voice and vote 
to keep this country out of the Euro- 
pean war. 
“T have believed it was to the ad- 
vantage not only of our people and our 
country, but to the advantage of civili- 
zation and humanity that we should 
keep out of the war at this time. But 
after all it was not because I was 
afraid of war. The American people 
may prefer peace but they are not 
guilty of cowardice; it is not because we 
are afraid to fight. 

Situation Is Changed. 
“Now the situation is changed—the 
President of the United States, who has 
the responsibility of dealing with for- 
eign countries and who is the spokes- 
man of the people, has asked us to de- 
clare war, and we have a resolution to 
that effect before us on which we must 
vote. What position would we be in if 
we should vote down the recommenda- 


tion of the President and what would 


measureless steps proposed, God only 


be the effect cn the rest of the world 
and on our own self-respect?" 

“The only thing left for us to do is to 
stand by the President elected by the 
people. We cannot say to the world 
that our only goal is gqld, that our only 
desire is wealth. We must declare we 
will maintain the rights of Americans 
abroad as well as at home. 

‘There is a difference between a de- 
liberate affront and an incidental in- 
jury. We have had incidental injuries 
from both England and Germany. A 
deliberate affront long ago would have 
brought a declaration of war. Now we 
are required *o say that a deliberate 
affront has been made by Germany, and 
there is nothing left for us to do but 
follow the recommendation of our chief 
executive and engage in war and main- 
tain our rights and our civilization.”’ 

At 9 o’clock general debate closed 
and discussion under the five-minute 
rule began. Chairman Flood’s sugges- 
tion that all debate close at 11:45 o’clock 
brought a storm of ‘‘noes.”’ 

“We can stay here until sun-up if 
necessary,’’ Speaker Clark assured mem- 
bers who fearei they would not have an 
opportunity to epeak. 

For the Rights of Man. 

Representative Gardner, Republi- 
can, of Massachusetts, said the 
United States is not going to war for 
200 murdered Americans tut for the 
rights of man, 

“The South and North,” said he, 
“did not settle their differences like 
money changers on the corner of the 
street. They settled it as men al- 
ways settle their differences. Now 
the democracies of the world are 
struggling to their feet and the knell 
of autocracy has. been sounded. Too 
long have we suffered other nations 
to bear our burden in this war for 
liberty. Now we must descend from 
the seat of ease into the blood and 
dust.” 

Representative Decker of Missouri 
said he believed in national honor 
but did not think “we would sacrifce 
it if we did not go to war.” 

Igoe Explains Opposition, 

“I had hoped,” said Representative 
Igoe of St. Louis in explaining his oppo- 
sition to the resolution, “‘that the hour 
would never come when I would be 
called upon to vote upon a declaration of 
war against any nation. Since it became 
apparent that the question would come 
before me for my decision, I have earn- 
estly endeavored to decide in my own 
mind what my duty was in the premises. 

“There never has been a time, since 
the sinking of the Lusitania, when we 
would not have been justified in going 
to war with Germany. The President, 
in his message delivered to us on Mon- 
day night, brought against the German 
Government the most sweeping indict- 
ment that has ever been brought against 
a Government since the dawn of civili- 
zation. Every count in the indictment 
is true and furnishes abundant justifi- 
cation for war. 

“But I am here as the representative 
of my district and upon such a vital 
matter as this I feel I must reflect, as 
nearly as I can, the wishes of a ma- 
jority of its people. Not the sentiments 
of the press, but the sentiments of the 
men, women and children who must suf- 
fer and bear the burden of the conflict. 

“The people of my district are loyal 
citizens and in the hour of trial they 
will fulfill every obligation. The senti- 
ment of my district, as I interpret it, 
is against participation in this European 
war. This sentiment is not unanimous, 
but by a goodly majority, so I believe.”’

The Eleventh Congressional District, 
which is represented by Congressman 
Igoe, comprises Precincts 1; 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7 and 12 of the Second Ward; Third, 
Fourth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth and 
Twentieth Wards; Precincts 1 to 7 and 
10 to 15, inclusive, of the Twenty-second 
Ward; Twenty-sixth Ward, and Pre- 
cincts 8 to 23, inclusive, of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. 

It extends from the Mississippi River 
to the western city limits, including that 
portion of St. Louis lying north of an ir- 
regular line marked generally by Wash 
street, Carr street, Lucas avenue, Del- 
mar boulevard, Cook avenue and Page 
boulevard, and south of an irregular line 
marked geénerally by -angelica street 
at the river, Hebert street a little ‘far- 
ther west, St. Louis avenue, and in the 
extreme western part of the city by 
Natural Bridge road. 


Vote in the Wards. 
The population of the district in 1910 


was 203,667. Last November the total 
vote for Congressmen was 41,375, divided 
between Igoe and Barto, Republican,

With the exception of possibly a very 
small portion, the residents of the dis- 
trict are mostly wage-earners, trades- 
men and mechanics. If there is a pre- 
dominating racial characteristic of the 
population, it is probably Irish-Amer- 
ican. Except in the downtown section, 
many of the residents own their own 
homes “and have resided in them for 
many years. 

While the district has been Demo- 
cratic in most elections, Igoe having car- 
ried it in the last three elections, it 
sometimes is carried by the Republican 
candidate. Theron Catlin, a Republican, 
carried it on the face of the returns in 
1910, but was ousted by Congress, a con- 
test by Patrick F. Gill, who was elected 
in 1908, being successful. John T. Hunt, 
a Democrat, represented the district in 
1903 and 190, the first congressional 
terms in which the district comprised 
its present territory. 

State Redistricted in 1901. 

The State was redistricted in 1901 by 
the Legislature, which was Democratic, 
and which arranged the district with 
the purpose of making as many Demo- 
cratic and as few Republican districts 
as possible. The Eleventh and Twelfth 
districts were placed together in the 
central part of the city and it was be- 
lieved both were safely Democratic, 
while the Tenth district was made to in- 
clude the heavy Republican vote of 
South St. Louis, of St. Louis County and 
of North St. Louis. 

According to the 1910 census the Tenth 
District has a greater population than 
‘the Eleventh and Twelfth districts com- 
bined. The population of the Tenth was 
416,389, and of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
853,067.

DR. JOHN YOUNG BROWN

Dr. John Young Brown, a member of 
the Ger.eral Medical Board of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, was notified 
today that the first meeting of the 
board will be held next Monday at 
Washington.

LOYALTY MEETING 
DEMANDS FORGED 
MILITARY SERVICE 


Resolutions Adopted at Rally at 
Coliseum Sent to President 
and Congress. 


10,000 IN ATTENDANCE 
Former Judge Rassieur Arouses 
Crowd by Denunciation of 


German Autocracy. 


A demand for immediate compulsory 
universal military service is the most 
notable feature of the resolution adopt- 
ed at last night’s loyalty rally in the 
Coliseum, which was attended by a 
crowd probably numbering 10,000. The 
resolution was at once telegraphed to 
President Wilson and to Congress, 
which was at that time debating the 
declaration of war. 

Former Judge Leo Rassieur, 73 years 
old, a native of Prussia, caused one of 
the most enthusiastic demonstrations of 
the evening by his declaration that the 
United States should ‘‘throw our lot 
with our sister republics, France and 
Russia, and their allies, and against 
the domineering course of autocracy.”’ 

Former Judge Selden P. Spencer, 
speaking for universal service, aroused 
the laughter of the big audience by his 
remark that a boy might pull a fly’s 
wings off and pin the fly to the wall, 
but that no boy ever offered such treat- 
ment to a bumblebee. ‘*The bumblebee 
believes in compulsory military service,’’ 
he said. 


Flag Waved Continuously. 
The American flag was the prevailing 


note of the meeting. Every person, in 
all parts of the building, had a good- 
sized flag, and many wore small but- 
tonhole flags, bought from venders on 
the street. On the stage, which was at 
the east side of the auditorium, a large 
flag was kept waving by concealed elec- 
tric fans. The flags in the hands of the 
audience were moving much of the time. 
and were waved vigorously with every 
burst of applause. 

Above and in front of the stage was 
a large, three-sided screen, on which the 
words of “America” and “The Star 
Spangled Banner’ were flashed when 
the audience sang them, and where 
President Wilson’s picture was also 
shown, causing loud applause. 

The Coliseum has been restored to 
its former size as an auditorium, by the 
removal of the grand opera stage at the 
south end, which cut off that entire 
portion. According to the management, 
there are now 11,889 seats. There were 
vacant seats at the south of the balcony 
and gallery, but there were also many 
persons standing on the first floor and 
in parts of the balcony. 


| 


Throughout the meeting there was no 
incident not in harmony with the spirit 
of patriotism and unreserved support of 
the President and Congress. There was 
a slight disturbance during Gov. Gard- 
ner’s talk, but it seemed te have arisen 
from a cry of “Louder!” and the dis- 
approval of others who were able to 
hear the Governor weil. 

On the stage, with Gov. Gardner and 
Mayor Kiel, were the uniformed Col- 
onels of Gardner’s staff and a number 
of women, including Mrs. Gardner and 
Mrs. Kiel, besides officers of the First 
Regiment and other military bodies. 
George W. Simmons, as leader of the 
singing, used a flashlight as a baton, 
the building being darkened while the 
words of songs were projected on the 
screens. The balcony and gallery at 
the rear of the stage were occupied by 
boys and girls from high schools and 
the higher grammar school grades. 

Mayor Heartily Greeted. 

Mayor Kiel, making his first public 
uppearance since his re-election, was 
heartily greeted. He said the meeting 
was one of a series of such meetings 
in 1500 cities, and commended the loy- 
alty of St. Louisans. He then intro- 
duced Gov, Gardner, who called on the 
Rev. Dr. John W. Maclvor, pastor of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, for the in- 
vocation. Dr. MclIvor prayed to “the 
God of Plymouth Rock, Bunker Hill and 
Appomatox Courthouse”’ that Americans 
might be true patriots, ready to plate 
their lives between their country and 
“any keen stroke that would destroy 
| 

The Governor then delivered a strong 
patriotic address, in which he declared 
that ‘‘This is no time for slackers, cop- 
perheads or soft pedalists. If there are 
any such among us, it is our duty to 
drive them out and brand them as trai- 
tors, 

“God grant,’’ he said, “that ere we 
sheathe the sword, the great German 
people may profit by the lesson of Rus- 
sia and benish forever the autocratic 
ruler and the military caste which ha‘: 
brought on the world untold misery.” 


Spencer Advocates Training. 

Former Judge Spencer, the next speak- 
er, explained and advocated the move- 
ment for universal compulsory military 
service. He declared it to be not mili- 
tarism, but democracy, and told of its 
successful use in the republic of Switz- 
erland. That country, he said, had 
within 24 hours 150,000 trained men on 
her border, and 350,000 additional fully 
equipped and organized. Not one was a 
professional soldier, or came from a 
military barracks. Every one lived at 
home and had a peaceful occupation, 
and /as soon as the present emergency 
is over, all will return to their peaceful 
pursuits. 

By such a system in the United States, 
he declared, class distinction would be 
destroyed. ‘““‘The son of the foreigner is 
more quickly assimilated into our na- 
tional life by such service,”” he said. 
“Welcome and greeting *o the large 
number of foreign-born who have re- 
cently become American citizens! W'e 
share with you the high privileges and 
responsibilities of citizenship.” 


Citing the arithmetic of universal 
service, he said such a system would 
give the nation 2,500,000 men between 
the ages of 30 and %, and nearly 8,000,000 
more between 2% and 4. 

He then read the resolution prepared 
by a committee of which he was chair- 
man, the other members being Cyrus P.

Great Chorus of “Aye.” 

Gov. Gardner called for votes in favor 
of the adoption of this resolution. There 
was a great chorus of “aye” from all 
parts of the building. ‘‘The resolution 
is adopted,’’ the.Governor declared, and 
there was a prolonged shout of ap- 
proval. os 

Former Judge Rassieur, the last 
speaker, was introduced as a native of 
Germany who has proved the worth of 
his Americanism by his services in the 
Civil War. His birthplace is in Rhenish 
Prussia. It has been generally believed 
that he is the original of the character 
of Karl Richter in Winston Churchill's 
novel, “The Crisis.’” Richter is a type 
of the loyal German-American of the 
Civil War period. Maj. Rassieur, as he 
is in military rank, is a former Com- 
mander in Chief of the wrand Army of 
the Republic. 

Speaking of the meeting as a repre- 
sentative gathering of St. Louisans, he 
said that if the people of Germany, and 
of Austria-Hungary, had been permitted 
tu express their sentiments in such fash- 
ion, there would have been no war. 
Statements about the enthusiasm of the 
people of those countries for war, he 
said, were absolute unrounded. He 
said he knew this positively, as he was 
in both Germany and Austria during the 
period between the assassination of the 
Austrian Crown Prince and the declara- 
tion of war. 

He said the German Government ‘“‘de- 
bauched and misrepresented’ public 
opinion in Germany by its control of 
the press, and that it tried the same 
methods in the United States, sending 
broadcast weekly publications in both 
German and English, which had misled 
many persons. 

“The world now knows,” he said, “of 
the powerful military machine con- 
structed by the Hohenzollern dynasty 


| within the last 40 years, not for self- 


defense alone, but for the destruction of 
its neighbors. When the secret history 
of this war, this crime against civiliza- 
tion, is written, after the autocrats have 
been removed from power, it will be 
clear that the press machine in Ger- 
many, and possibly in Austria, was no 
less powerful in misleading their peopie 
to believe that they are fighting for 
their fatherlands, when fighting, in fact, 
to gratify the lust for increased and un- 
limited power on the part of their 
rulers.”’ 
Refers to Lusitania Case. 
He then outlined the submarine con- 


the Lusitania was ‘‘a deliberate murder 
of our citizens,’”’ who, he added, “‘had 
not obtained the permission of Kaiser 
Wilhelm to travel on the sea.’’ 

Speaking of Germany’s modified sub- 
marine policy of last May, and the 
promises then made to the United 
States, he said Germany abandoned that 
policy as soon as it believed that it had 
enough submarines to make a policy of 
ruthlessness effective. 

“Can this nation,’’ he asked, “permit 
its rights to be thus trampled upon and 
preserve its self-respect? Can we main- 
tain our standing among the nations of 
this earth if we submit to this arro- 
gance on the part of Germany? Will 
this nation surrender its right to the 
use of the seas because Germany in- 
sister that the submarine is the only 
weapon left to it, and that it must 
trample upon our rights in order to 
make effective use of this weapon?”’’ 

There can be but one answer to this 
question, and that answer must te 
that we must defend our rights 
against the encroachment, regardless 
of cost of men and money, if we de- 
sire to remain worthy of the respect 
of the world. . 

“If there be any citizen, however, 
whose patriotism is so weak that he 
cannot see the absolute necessity of 
defending our rights on the seas, 
then Tet him think of the conceded 
efforts of the agents of the German 
Government to stir up a war against 
us on the part of Mexico and Japan. 
If there ever was a g00od reason for 
this country to defend itself against 
attack by declaring war against Ger- 
many, this last course has presented 
that reason. 


War Only Course Left. 
Any other ccurse than a declaration 


of war would make a weakling ef this 
great nation. Our influence for good in 
the world would be destroyed, and fu- 
ture generations would be ashamed op 
the conduct of their fathers. All of the 


in creating this republic, and of the 
Union army which preserved it, would 
be in vain. The republics on this side 
of the Atlantic, maintained by our up- 
holding of the Monroe Doctrine, would 
be lost. Freedom of the people would, 
indeed, have suffered a defeat from 
which it could rot recover for centuries. 

“Hence, let us manfully resolve to de- 
fend our rights, cost what it will, and 
earnestly appeal to Congress to take 
such legislative action as will throw our 
lot with our sister republics, France and 
Russia, and their allies, and against the 
comineering course of autocracy.”’ 

The meeting ended at 9:2, with the 
singing of “The Star-Spangled Banner.”’

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He Rejoices That Whole English 
Speaking Race Now Is 
Joined in Struggle. 


LONDON, April 6.—Former Premier 
Asquith has given the following state- 
ment to the Associated Press in con- 
nection with the entry of the United 
States into the war. 

“There is not a man among us who 
does not breathe more freely now 
that he knows that through the 
action of the President and Congress 
of the United States the whole En- 
glish-speaking race’is to fight as 
comrades, side by side, in the most 
momentous struggle in history. The 
President’s speech will live in the an- 
nals of eloquence as a worthy and 
noble exposition of the grounds and 
the aims of a great national re- 
solve. 

“The people of the United States 
has been forced, as the United King- 
dom was forced, into aie struggle 
which in neither case was of our 
own seeking. They have realized as 
we have realized that the choice lay 
between peace with humiliation and 
war with honor. There was no mid- 
dle course, for armed neutrality, as 


Sistible cogeney, affords no secure or 
powerful foothold. 

“The provocation offered in the two 
cases was different, but in both the 
challenge was one which neither na- 
tion could refuse to take up without 
the sacrifice of its self-respect and 
without the betrayal of the sacred 
trust which is imposed upon all free 
peoples, to uphold the defense of lib- 
erty and humanity. Never had the 
fundamental issues which are at 
stake been stated with more precision 
or with greater elevation of thought 
and language than in the President's 
address. The present German war- 
fare, he points out, is a war against 
all nations and the animating motives 
of the allies, by whose side he in- 
vites his fellow countrymen to range 
themsedves, is not vindictiveness but 
vindication—the vindication of those 
human rights which are the common 
interest and the natural bond of the 
whole family of civilized societies. 

“To this great purpose the American 
people now dedicate their lives and for- 
tunes—as we have already dedicated 
ours—conscious that they are listening 
to and obeying one of those supreme 
Calis which come but rarely in history 
but which, when they come, sound in 
the ears of a community of free men 
with a note of imperious demand. 

“The President urges upon his fellow 
citizens the utmost practical co-opera- 
tion in council with the allies and prom- 
ises every form of effective help that 
America can provide. We on this side 
of the Atlantic acknowledge his appeal 
and his assurance with profound sym- 
pathy and gratitude. We have never 
presumed to dictate or even to sugges: 
to our kinsmen in the United States 
what their course should be, but we 
have in our heart of hearts longed that 
the time might come when their strength 
would be joined with ours in a struggle 
80 consonant to all that is best in our 
common instincts and traditions. That 
day has now dawned and we believe 
that its sun shall not set until two En- 
glish-speaking domocracies can rejoice 
together, as fellow workers and fellow 
Combatants over the triumph of free- 
dom and of right.

~ CENSORED IN GERMANY 


_ Some of Its Important Passages 
Stricken Out, Others Twisted 
or Condensed. 


COPENHAGEN, April 6.—The German 
public to the present has had no oppor- 
tunity to hear the full story of thé rea- 
- Bons leading up to the entry of the 

United States into the war, as only con- 
densed and expurgated versions of the 
President's. message appeared: in Ger- 
man newspapers yesterfay under head- 
ings indicating that this was virtually 
the complete text. This apparently is 
due in part to the fact that the first 
versions of the speech telegraphed from 
England to continental neutral coun- 
tries Tuesday were sharply condensed, 
whole sections have been eliminated, 
particularly from the latter part of the 
message. 

But a comparison of this tabloid ver- 
sion as received in Denmark with that 
published in Berlin shows that the Ger- 
man censors’ pencils had been vigorously 
employed to strike out references to the 
conduct of German agente, constituting 
one of the main items of President Wil- 
son’s indictment of the autocratic Ger- 
‘man Government. 

His réference to the attempt to embroil 
Mexico against the United States is 
deemed improper reading for Germans, 
nor are they allowed to hear his rea- 
sons for the conviction that the auto- 
cratic German Government not only has 
no friendship for America, but is ready 
at any opportunity to plot against its 
security. 

The reference to dynastic wars, too, is 
twisted out of shape. 

The full text of the message was re- 
cefved in Copenhagen only yesterday 
and reads like another document, as 
compared with the earlier versions. The 
first part of the two versions is sub- 
stantially the same, except for con- 
densations and omission of nonessential 
matter. The second part has been cut 
wholesale. The President’s reasoning 
on the inadvisability of armed neutral- 
ity is given incompletely; there is no 
reference made to the proposed financ- 
ing of the allies and the paragraphs 
relating to Russia are dismissed in two 
sentences. Only the briefest summary 
ig made in the Germen papers of the 
concluding paragraphs of the message.

As was the case after Italy’s, Portu- 
gal’s and Rumania’s entry into the war, 
so today the German military critics 
are devoting columns of space to Amer- 
ica’s military resources, giving the Ger- 
man public a succinct account of the 
size, organization and fighting value of 


the regular American army and of the! 


national guard and discussing the possi- 
bility of stamping new armies of mil- 
lions out of the soil of America, volun- 
teer or conscript. 

German critics, while speaking highly 
of the American soldier and of the ex- 
cellent human material available for 
new armies, see no possibility that 
America will be in a position to partici- 
pate on any appreciably large scale in 
land fighting, and consequently reach 
the conclusion that, as a purely military 
factor, America’s entry into war will be 
negligible. 

“Human Material Ample.” | 

“Human material is amply available,” 
writes Capt. von Saltzmann, ‘‘and En- 
gland’s action has shown that it is pos- 
sible to set up and train armies of mil- 
lions during a war. That the American 
is a good soldier all former wars have 
shown. A difficulty is the training of 
the necessary officers. 

“But, even if an American army of 
several hundred thousands should be 
trained, their transport to the Conti- 


| 


nent, in view of the great sttentieanahé 
of our submarines, will entail the utmost 
difficulties. Even if the co-operation 
of the American fleet to the greatest 
extent can be counted on, it will hardly 
be possible to secure an absolutely safe 
route across the Atlantic for troops as 
well as supplies. 

‘The activity of the American fleet is 
to confine itself mainly to securing the 
ocean highways against German sub. 
marines and cruisers. Since the British 
navy is hiding in safe retreat and avoids 
every naval battle, the American fleet, 
too, would have no opportunity for bat- 
tle on the high seas, and, just as little 
as the English and French have so far 
been able to limit Germany’s submarine 
war would America succeed in doing 80. 

New and Strong Enemy. 

‘‘Nevertheless, we must figure the fact 
that a new and strong enemy has arisen 
who will now openly throw all his 
strength and resources on the side o* 
the entente. The consequences must not 
be underrated, and one cannot polish 
off the effect of America’s participation 
with a few phrases; but, likewise, we 
must warn against overrating it. 

‘‘Undoubtedly America will mobilize 
its whole material resources and place 
them at the disposal of the entente. 
But so far 2s ammunition and war ma- 
terial goes this has already been done. 
Americans have already supplied all 


they could. It is hardly probable that 
America’s war industry will be much 
increased; on the contrary, one may ¢Xx~- 
pect that less will be furnished to the 
entente, since the needs of America’s 
army and navy must first be covered. 

“On the other hand, America’s finan- 
cial support will make itself very notice 
ably felt. America has grown so rich 
from its war business that it has suffi- 
cient available means to support its new 
allies. So far, however, money difficul- 
ties have not influenced the continuance 
of the war. 

“One might be even of the opinion 
that the entry of rich America will 
make easier the solving of the question 
of the possible compensation for the 
cost of the war.”’

COrSNDON, March 17.—The world’s 


greatest cotton manufacturing com- 
munity, Lancashire, ts tremendously 
aroused by the action of the Govern- 
ment of India in placing a protective 
ment of India, in placing a protective 
men for the cotton interests call it 
a disaster, and declare it wil! prove 
to be the worst hardship the industry 
has suffered since the blockade uf 
the Southern States during the Ameri- 
can Civil War. Entirely without 


by Sir William Meyer, the Financi‘ 
Secretary of India, of a straight duty 
of 4 per cent, which operates against 
other parts of the British Empire as 
well as against foreigners. 

That the object of this increased 
taxation was to cover the contribu- 
tion of $500,000,000 which India will 
make toward the war expenses cf the 
United Kingdom does not seem to 
soften the blow. Sir William Mever 
said the step had been taken with the 
approval of the home Government, 
and when members of the House of 
Commons proposed delay Austen 
Chamberlain, the Secretary of India, 
informed them the new rate had al- 
ready gone into effect. 

Indian Trade Large Asset. 

The Indian cotton trade is one of 
England’s most important and rmiost 
carefully nurtured commz:rcial assets. 
Lancashire imports yearly soms $150,- 
000,000 worth of cotton from America 
in normal times, and her mills turn 
out about $850,000,000 worth «f fin- 
ished fabrics. In the last year lLe- 
fore the war $185,000,000 worth was 
absorbed by the Indian market. 

China has been mancashire'’s sec- 
ond best foreign customer, but Jap- 
anese competition has been sta2adily 
absorbing the Chinese markets dur- 
ing the last few years, ard ijias also 
been gaining ground in .ndia. Lan- 
cashire’s chief rival has been the cot- 
ton mills of Bombay, but fwer 29 
years, the Lancashire exporters have 
enjoyed practical free trade with In- 
dia. To insure this situation, and, at 
the same time, produce revenue, ‘he 
Indian tariff of 3% per cent had been 
balanced b yan excise tax of 314 rer 
cent on domestic g »ocdcs, which left the 
Indian product without any advan- 
tage over the imported. Now the 
Government of India by raising the 
tariff to 7% per cent, without any in- 
crease of the excise taxes, gives the 
native factories a protection of 4 per 
cent, 

Through this reversal of policy the 
Lloyd George Government and the 
Government of India, between them, 
have set ablaze a controversy smoul- 
dering for many years which con- 
cerns the basic principles of British 
colonial rule, and have kindled it at 
an hour when tariffs are political 
firebrands. 

Protests by Cotton Men. 

Chamberlain in the House of Com- 
mons justified the new duties by In- 
dia’s contribution to the costs of the 
war. The Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce replied immediately by 
passing resolutions which applauded 
the Indian contribution to the war, 
but asked for the postponement of 
the tariff question until after the 
war, or until the forthcoming Im- 
perial Conference has considered the 
fiscal policy of the empire. All the 
other organizations are following its 
lead. The Employers Federation of 
Bleachers, in resolutions, “learns with 
alarm” of the tariff, and urges the 
Chamber of Commerce to oppose it 
‘unless a corresponding excise duty 
be placed upon Indian manufactures.” 

Meantime the new tariff is the law, 
and it is not likely to be repealed. 
The cotton manufacturers of Lan- 
cashire, as well as those of Japan, 
and of the United States—whose in- 
terest is not small—will probably 
have to accept the fact that the In- 
dian mills have 4 per cent protec-

Teuton Professor’s Letter Bitterly 
Attacking Great Britain to Be 
Used as Loan Propaganda. 
LONDON, April €.—Telegraphing from 
The Hague, the Exchange Telegraph’s 
correspondent-says the German Ministry 
of Finance publishes the following let- 
ter, written by Prof. Ernst Heinrich 
Haeckel, professor of zoology in the Uni- 
versity of Jena, as propaganda for the 


gpixth German war loan: 


“You have asked my opinion of this 
cruel world war. My answer, founded 
on the words of our three greatest he- 
roes, Von Ifindenburg, Ludendorff and 


Von Tirpitz, is, ‘Down with England at 


any price.’ 

“Should England, who brought about 
this war and now is succeeding in get- 
ting the whole world against us, win, 
there would follow a British peace and 
the destruction of our dear fatherland. 
It would be finis for Germania. En- 
gland is rightly called ‘The destroyer of 
peoples.” She will treat us as she has 


- treated Ireland. 


“I have known England for 8 years 
and still admire her for her great cul- 
tural and scientific work; but I also 
have known England’s immeasurable 
national egotism and swelled-headed- 
ness. Some of our sentimental Germans 
believe an understanding is still possible 
with our most cruel enemy. It is im- 
possible. Only when our U-boats have 
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exceptional values.

RUSSUNS KILLED 
EVOLUTION BURED 


Virtually All Petrograd -Marches 
in Procession With 180 
' Scarlet-Covered Coffins. 


PETROGRAD, April 6.—The victims 
of the revolution were buried yesterday 
in the historic field of M As the 
coffins, draped in scarlet ting, were 
lowered one by one into the tremen- 
Gous grave in a corner of the fleld a 
series of salutes—one for each victim— 
boomed across the ice-bound Neva from 
the Fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
where the last Ministers of the fallen 
empire are confined. Regimental bands 
flanked the square and thousands. of 
persons with bared heads joined in a 
mass for the revolutionary dead. . 

The somber aspect of the city, with 
its gloomy buildings under a dull gray 
sky, was relieved by innumerable flags 
and streamers of red, some of whigh 
were, edged with bands of mourning. 
Banners of every description bearing 
the familiar devices of the new repub- 
lic were carried by each unit in the 
procession, which assembled from every 
quarter of the city to march to the 
burial ground. Each column bore the 
bodies of victims who had lived in their 
district. 

The funeral cortege wound its way 
through a city almost empty of spec- 
tators. Virtually every woman and 
every child who was able to walk 
marched in the procession. Perfect or- 
der prevailed. Except for the muffled 
tolling of the church bells, the dirges 
Played by the military bands and the 
melancholy chants, the procession pro- 
ceeded in silence. Stores were closed, 
all traffic ceased and the city appeared 
to be holding its breath until the last 
victims of the revolution had been 
buried. 

One hundred soldiers from each 
regiment engaged in the revolution 
téok part. The famous Volynsky 
Guards, Pavlovsk and Grenadier reg- 
iments, machine gun regiments, pon- 
toon battalions and marinés were all 
represented. But the major part of 
the parade was made up of civilians.

ROOSEVELT DEFENDS HIS PLAN 
TO RAISE AN ARMY DIVISION 


Denies Statement That Unwise Pre- 
cedent Would Be Set; _Favors 
Sending Force to French Front. 

NEW YORK, April 6.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt issued a statement here last 
night in which he denied that “unwise 
precedent” would be created, as has been, 
suggested, in permitting him to raise a 
division for active service on the French 
front. 

“The American people,’’ asserted Col. 
Roosevelt, “are united behind the Pres- 
ident in the determination to wage ef- 
fective, aggressive war for our rights 
and for the rights of humanity, and civ- 
ilization. 

“The American people wish to do their 
own fighting. They do not wish merely 
to pay others to fight for them. They 
believe that we owe it to ourselves and 
to the national honor to send a fighting 
force of at least an army corps, under 
the American flag, to the front at the 
earliest moment, This army corps should 
be commanded by one of our first-class 
regular Major-Generals. It might con- 
sist of three, or perhaps only two divis- 
ions. 

‘I have asked permission to raise a 
division which would be in this army 
corps and under its commander. No un- 
wise precedent can possibly be created 
by permitting an ex-President of the 
United States of previous military ex- 
perience to raise such a division and to 
serve with it at the front under the com- 
mand of the General who heads the 
army corps.’’

Scientist Urges Creation of Fed- 
eral Commissison to Fix 
Food Prices. 


| Women Who Wiff Assist at French War Display | WANTS FOOD VALUE. 


WASHINGTON, APRIL 7.—Does the 
United States need a food dictator or 
a food commission to regulate prices and 
qualities as the Interstate Commerce 
Commission regulates railroad rates and 
services: 

Dh. Graham Lusk of Cornell Univer- 
sity thinks the time is due for some 
innovation of this kind. At a Joint 
meeting of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry and the Homer Economics As- 
sociation he urged the formation of a 


4 commission to investigate che matter 


and report simple and practicable food 
policies to the Government, and @ sys- 
tem of marking food values on all 
éanned and package foods, so that the 
housewife might know how much en- 
ergy in food she was buying. 

‘We have the kauowledge necessary 
for food tests and standardizing,’’ Dr. 
Lusk said, ‘“‘but we cannot get our in- 
formation to the people.”’ 

Dr. Lusk discussed in detalfl food dis- 
tribution in the warring countries, and 
described the English system of volun- 
tary rations for four pounds of flour, 
one pound of sugar and three pounds 
of meat per person a week. Miss Alice 
Ravenfield, formerly lecturer in King’s 
College, England, who now is in this 
country to study food questions, de- 
clared that this system was accepted 
without difficulty in a family of adults, 
but where there were children it 
wouldn't stretch far enough to satisf 
young appetites. 

Recent experiments in England, Dr. 
Laisk said, show that beef production is 
twice as costly as that of veal, three 
times as costly as that of pork and more 
than three times as expensive as that 
of milk for a given number of calories. 

“And people who won't accept calo- 
ries as a scientific standard of meas- 
urement are either ignorant or crazy.” 

He added that by a careful selec- 
tion of cheap foods he had drawn up a 
menue sufficient for a workingman, his 


give a daily total of 14,000 calories at a 
cost of about $L11. 

Declaring that in many cases ‘“‘the 
pendulum of enthusiasm for calory sys- 
tems had ‘swung too far,’’ Dr. Lafay- 
ette B. Mendel, at the same meeting, 
talked on ‘‘Food Fads.”’ 

‘Diet as well as dress is a changeable 
affair,” he said, and he gave examples 
of enthusiasts in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth who sought the Fountain of 
Youth in no-breakfast, vegetarian or 
starvation regimes. 

Dr. Lusk ridiculed also the idea that 
certain articles of diet were “skin” foods 
or “nerve’’ foods or ‘‘muscle’”’ foods, 
and said that food energy was distrib- 
uted ‘‘according to internal needs, ex- 
ternal wants or hopes.”’

AT WAR. 

This sixth day of April, 1917, finds the United 
States at war with the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, our fifth foreign war in 141 years. 

Concurrence by the House in the resolution and 
its approval by the President complete the consti- 
tutional requisites to this gravest of steps. 

The 13 Representatives who opposed the armed- 
ship bill at the close of the last Congress found 
their strength increased to 50 in the recorded op- 
position to the state-of-war resolution. Changes 
in. membership since March 4 explain a part of 
this vote. 

The six who stood out against the President in 


|| the Senate were 6 1-4 per cent of the total member- 


ship of the body. The 50 who stood out in the 
House were 11.5 per cent of all surviving Repre- 
sentatives. 

Pacifist speeches in the House followed closely 
the lines of those in the Senate. Leader Kitchin 
apparently attained some dramatic effect in 
placing his opposition on conscientious greunds. 
He and his colleagues of like view cannot assume 
that they have greater devotion for peace than 
the rest of us or that their sorrow over the ex- 
treme to which the nation is brought exceeds that 
of others. 

The pitiable weakness of their position is that 
they offer no practical alternative. During three 
anxious years they have seen intolerable assaults 
and aggressions actually increase in intensity, 
audacity and quality of outlawry. The only meas- 
ures they can suggest for insuring the national 
safety have already failed miserably. Acqui- 
escence in their view brings only a dismal pros- 
pect of cumulative increase in wrong until even 
they are forced to accept the inevitable, perhaps at 
a less advantageous time and under less favorable 
circumstances. 

In all Congress only an inconsiderable 10 per 
cent opposed measures of vigor and self-respect 
and almost all of those composing this 10 per cent 
promised loyal effort to American interests during 
the war. In many cities tremendous meetings like 
the one last night expressing St. Louis loyalty, 
at which Maj. Leo Rassieur, German veteran of 
the Civil War, pledged devoted effort to the de- 
struction of the Hohenzollern military machine, 
have been held or are planned for the near future. 

America entérs this war more nearly united 
than it has ever entered a war before. The aspira- 
tion which should stir us all now touches pacifists 
in their most intimate purposes and professions. 
It is to fight for peace so formidably and whole- 
heartedly” and resolutely as to bring the war to 
the speediest possible conclusion and realize the 
President’s ideal of a world peace on @ sure foun- 
dation substituted for a world under armed truce. 

The old alliance with France more than 100 
years ago and the international campaign against 
Pekin in 1900 furnish reassuring analogies of a 
co-operation on our part for exclusively military 
ends without participation in foreign ambitions 
for political ends, trade and territory. 

May we not show in the conflict upon us at this 
moment that efficiency under German military 
autocracy may be equaled by a right-directed 
efficiency under the republic? 
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AN IDEAL NAVAL BASE. 

One of the things that has made the Frenehman 
envied is his peculiar faculty of doing the right 
thing in a handsome way. The decision to offer 
the harbor of Brest as a naval base for American 
warships operating against Germans is a case in 
point. : 

Brest is not only one of the finest and strongest 
naval ports in the whole world, but it has an espe- 
cial claim upon American sentiment. It was here 
that John Paul Jones fitted out vessels for his 
daring raids upon English commerce and it was 
to Brest that he and American privateers resorted 
with their numerous and rich prizes of war. From 
the security of this base American ships dashed 
out to‘prey upon ehemy merchantmen in a way 
that rocked British suzerainty over the seas as it 
had not been rocked before in centuries. 

As a maritime fort, it is impregnable. It has 
a landlocked bay big enough to shelter the dread- 
noughts of the world, to which access can be 
gained-only through a narrow and easly defended 
channel. It is superbly equipped with all the 
machinery necessary for the repair of vessels, 
and it is within easy striking distance of all the 
waters where a great naval conflict is likely to 
take place in the present war. 

The very memories of the place should inspire 
our seamen to uphold the glorious traditions of the 
American navy. 
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SOME OF WAB’S COMPENSATIONS. 
Among many statements, significant and profit- 
able to read made during the Senate debate on 
the declaration of war, was Mr. Lodge’s reference 
to some of the lesser compensations of a war 
under existing provocation and in behalf of the 
issue for which we shall fight. He said: 

There are, in my opinion, some things worse 
for a nation than war. National degeneracy 
is worse; national cowardice is worse; the 
division of our people into race groups, striv- 
ing to direct the course of the United States 
in the interest of some other country, when we 
should have Lut one alliance, one hope and one 
tradition—all these dangers have been gather- 
ing about us and darkening the horison dur- 
ing the last three years. Whatever suffer- 
ing and misery war may bring, it will at least 
sweep these foul things away. It will unify 
us into one nation. 


Differences at home over the cause of the for- 


eign belligerents have led to amazing distortions 


of view as to great questions of right and fustice 
and the quality of international conduct. They 
have gone to extremes enabling us to appreciate 
their influence on our national life in the event 
that the struggle in Burope should come to end 
without participation on our part. : 


{ 
| prejudices on which political differences would be 
founded in many places. They would plague us at 
many times in efforts for that united action which 
is so essential to progress and good government in 
democracies. 

We are forced into the war to attain valid and 
compelling ends, but one of its incidental results 
will be the submerging of these internal differ- 
ences. They will be overwhelmed in the mighty, 
co-ordinated, combined effort demanded of us. If 
any survive in dangerous form, they will be ex- 
tinguished by force. 

One great war struck down a division in allegi- 
ance between the states and the genera] Govern- 
ment. The new war will strike down the divided 
allegiance of adopted citizens between the country 
of their nativity and the country of their home. 
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WAR POWER OVER PRIOCBS. 

From the very first moment of the state of war 
the Government is making many dispositions in- 
dicating elaborate precautions against extortionate 
prices for war material. 

Congress has authorized it at its discretion to 
seize and operate plants manufacturing war tools. 
This power enabled it to enter into advantageous 
contracts, continuing plants with private manage- 
ment under a guarantee of 10 per cent profit. 

With such an arrangement extortion through 
the piling up of excessive and fraudulent costs 
still remains to be guarded against. The system, 
however, shows the purpose of the Government to 
protect itself against imposition. . 

But is nothing to be done by Congress for the 
private consumer, whom the purveyors of neces- 
sities will despoil all the more remorselessly be- 
cause they are cut off from excessive Government 
profts? ‘ 

Solicitude for the misfortunes of the poor under 
the hardships of war was the burden of the song 
sung by several of the six Senators who opposed 
the war resolution. Not only must the class of 
common men of straitened means furnish most 
of the man power for fighting, so these Senators 
pointed out, but they must be taxed heavily by 
the Government and then taxed and taxed again 
in the things he eats and wears. 

The United States enters the war at a time when 
the fighting by other peoples has been made an 
excuse for advancing living costs to heights lit- 
erally unheard of in the past and almost prohib- 
itive in respect to many things. That markets 
have been manipulated by methods repugnant to 
the law is shown by the shameful profits reported 
by great concerns having to do with foods of all 
sorts, fabrics, footwear, metals, other commodities 
essential to existence. 

Wheat, on Friday, March 23, closed at $1.86, a 
figure in itself indicating unrestrained rapacity. 
On Friday, March 30, it closed at $1.95. Monday, 
April 2, the day of the President’s message to 
Congress, it closed at $2. Today it is $2.14. 

If the market outlaws are enabled to send wheat 
up 28 cents a bushel on the mere decision to fight, 
by how much will they dare to rob after we have 
been in the war for 90 days? 

The wool men of the country patriotically de- 
cided to place their stocks at the disposal of the 
Government at the quotation of the last day of 
peace, but had no assurance for the private con- 
sumer. And what was the modest quotation of 
self-sacrifice made to the Government? An out- 
rageous quotation of about three times the ordi- 
nary price for Western wool, or 45 and 50 cents 
a pound, 3 

The ordinary processes by which rapacity is 
checked in time of peace are too slow under ex- 
isting abnormal conditions. Fortunately hamper- 
ing constitutional restrictions are suspended in 
war time. The war powers of Congress are un- 
limited. It can exert those powers for the protec- 
tiqn of the public as well as the Government 
against the extortioners. It can authorize De- 
partment of Commerce or other officials to seize 
stocks of necessary things held at uncon- 
scionable prices and distribute them at fair prices 
to the people. 


MR. LA FOLLETTE’S ‘‘PATIENT’’ GERMANY. 


Germany has been patient with us.—Sena- 
tor La Follette. 
The long list of grievances we assigned as 


reasons for engaging in our first war has become 
famous. But must we revise our opinions as to 
all the wars in which we have engaged, from this 
one down? Was everybody, from England in 1776 
to Spain in’ 1898, really very patient with us? The 
Barbary pirates used to capture our ships, enslave 
and maltreat and even torture their passengers 
and crews and refuse to release them except on 
the payment of heavy bribes. But Decatur was all 
wrong when he gave them a trimming in 1801-02 
and again in 1815-15. The Berbers had, as a mat- 
ter of fact, been very patient with us. i 

However, Mr. La Follette’s efforts to make Uncle 
Sam ashamed of himself for jumping on the long- 
suffering, submissive, courteous Germany which 
has been so patient with us are, we fear, doomed 
to dismal fajlure. 
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MR. GANDAL’S PREDICAMENT. 

Mr. Joseph Gandal is entitled more to public 
sympathy than to censure for the predicament 
in which he finds himself. Doubtless influenced 
by the irresponsible rantings of disloyal agita- 
tors, Mr. Gandal indulged in the liberty of some 
loose talking and now he is in trouble. 

Mr. Ganda] is a native of Germany. For some 
reason, perhaps because he thought it would be 
better for his business, he applied recently for 
naturalization papers. When asked if he would 
be willing to give military service to the United 
States in case of war with his Fatherland, he in- 
dignantly said no and hastened to add that he 
has two brothers in the German army and only 
wished it were possible to join them there. 

Naturalization papers were refused. When his 
employers heard of his answer they fired him 
summarily, on the very logical ground that 9 
man who could not be loyal to a country which 
had sheltered him, protected him and was willing 
to adopt him as a son could not be expected to 
be loyal to somebody who had merely given him 
a job. This ked a great change in Joseph's 
mental The next time he sought to be 
naturalized he said he would be quite willing to 
fight for America. But that is not the kind of 
loyalty the United States is looking for, so Joseph 
is jobless and an alien. \.

HE wants to mother him, to fuss 

7 S over him, to take care of him, to 

do for him the thousand little 

things by which a woman delights in 

showing her love. His very dependence 

upon-her fills her with an overflowing 
tenderness towards him. 

In spite of all this, for a woman to 
marry a delicate man is nearly always 
a terrible mistake. In fact, it is not 
too much to say that it is invariably a 
mistake, unless the man is rich enough 
not to be dependent on his own exer- 
tions for a living, for of all places in the 
world where money is needed, it is in the 
sickroom. 

The lot of no woman is so forlorn and 
piteous as that of the wife whose hus- 
band is too ill and *seble to even at- 
tempt to fight the wolf away from the 
.. door, and who has to see him not only 
dying, but in his dying hours tortured 
with anxiety for those he is leaving 
behind. 

Nor is the woman who marries a 
sickly man always the benefactress to 
him that she expects to be.

The early Christian martyrs had 
nothing in the martyr line on people 
who are married to invalids, and any- 
body who would deliberately qualify 
for this role is entitled to a nice padded 
cell instead of a marriage ring. 

The man who marries a delicate gir) 
does just as silly a thing as the woman 
who marries a sickly man. Of course, 
it seems very romantic to him to think 
of taking a frail little creature and 
cherishing her and protecting her, and 
she calls forth in him all the best and 
most altruistic in his nature, just as the 
invalid man does in the woman. 

Unfortunately, however, real life has a 
way of dissipating halos, and the man 
who acquires an invalid wife finds out 
that he has sold himself into slavery to 
the doctor, and the sanitarium, and the 
specialist, and the drug store. 

All that he can make goes to support 
her invalidism, and instead of pleasant 
evenings at home, he finds himself 
walking on tiptoe to avoid disturbing < 
sick wife whose nerves shriek out at 
the slightest noise.

Mrs. Parsons is the widow of an army 
officer who taught her years ago the 
simple principles of breathing, standing 
and walking which have enabled her to 
keep her figure at precisely the same 
weight for the last 10 years. 

Mrs. Parsons is physical director of 
all the private schools of Chicago and 
is the author of “Brain Culture Through 
Scientific Body Building.’’ She believes 
that physical development is the best 
preparation for mental development and 
that it ts difficult to maintain a sound 
mind except in a sound body. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Parsons is 5 feet 6 
inches tall, weighs 14 pounds and her 
bust and hip measurements are identical 
—38 inches. 

“For years,’’ Mrs. Parsons told me, “I 
have been preaching physical prepared- 
ness for life—for wifehood and mother- 
hood. Now I want women to train for 
the special duties which may develop 
upon them in war time. 
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“The Spartans compelled women to 
take exercise and keep in the best pos- 
sible physical ccndition as a preparation 
for motherhood. Eventually, I am sure, 
we shall have schools of motherhood in 
this country. The mothers of a nation 
are its supreme asset and as civiliza- 
tion advances it will be as natural for 
a nation to maintain its mothers as it 
is today to support its army and navy. 

“It is a paradox of life,” Mrs. Parsons 
continued, “that we do not begin to 
live until we begin to die. Death begins 
at 90; that is, deterioration of the mus- 
cle cells set in. Most old age is pre- 
mature, and attention to diet and exer- 
cise would enable men and women to 
live a great deal longer than they do to- 
day. The best part of a woman’s life 
begins at 40. It is then that her brain 
is fully developed. She has emerged 
from illusion and has entered upon real- 
ity, the romance of middle age. 

“There is no excuse for the adipose 
woman of 40. She may nat overeat, 
though she frequently does, and her 
tendency to fat may be hereditary, but 
it can be overcome. 

. Exercises for Girls. 

“Included for the drill I recommend 
for women are the setting-up exercises 
in use at West Point. My husband was 
an army officer,’’ Mrs. Parsons ex- 
plained, ‘‘and he taught me much of 
what I know about physical prepared- 
ness. Six weeks after we were married 
we went to a ball in Chicago and I 
walked slightly ahead of him thinking 
how charming I looked. When we got 
across the ballroom he said: ‘You 
don’t know how to walk. Like most 
women, you are hipbound, so you look 
like a lame duck when you move.’ 

‘TIT needn’t tell you how I felt. I won't 
tell you what I replied. Only the other 
day my little daughter said to me: 
‘Mother, you have invented an exercise 
for keeping everything except your tem- 
per.” But—I decided eventually that 
Maj. Parsons was right. I let him teach 
me how to breathe, how to stand, how 
to walk. Ever since I have been show- 
ing the exercises for nothing to rich 
women. But this month I am going to 
give a series of Tuesday talks at the 
Plaza, and with the money I make I 
shall take a theater and give Sundav 
talks for nothing to girls who work ‘n 
stores and offices and factories and 
are in need of physical training for 
which they can’t afford to pay. All 
any woman needs to keep in perfect 
physical trim is to give 15 minutes a 
day to seven simple exercises. I'll show 
you one.” 

Gives a Demonstration. 

Whereupon the statuesque Mrs. Par- 
sons spread a blanket on the floor of 
her apartment in the Hotel Nether- 
lands, lay down on her back and 
brought her toes to a point on the floor 
way beyond her head in a sort of som 
ersault. 

How anyone not possessed of a rub- 
ber spine could do it I don’t know now, 
but Mrs. Parsons said it was not diffi- 
cult, and that many) similar exercises 
which she recommends are easy once 
you learn how to do them. But she 
added: 

‘‘Refore undertaking exercises like 
that women should learn how to 
stand and to walk. The habit of 
teaching children to point their toes 
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out at an angle of 4 degrees is re- 
eponsible for much bad walking. 

“This position, prescribed in schools, 
gymnasiums and the army, is awk- 
ward and unstable; it destroys the 
correct balance of the body and pro- 
duces weakness and in time deformi- 
ties, for I believe flat footedness may 
be traced to the habit of toeing out. 

“When the body is in correct stand- 
ing position a straight line will pass 
through the ear, shoulder, hip, knee 
and ball of the foot. The head should 
be held erect as though suspended by 
a cord; the shoulders should be held 
at equal height and the shoulder blades 
should be fiat. 


“Going up and down stairs is the 
finest possible exercise,”” Mrs. Parsons 
cofitinued. ‘To get the best results 
keep the mouth closed, fill the lungs 
with air, hold the breath until the 
top of the stairs is reached and then 
expel it slowly. The deep breathing 
brings the diaphragm and abdominal] 
muscles into action, while the mus- 
cles of the thigh and pelvis are en- 
gaged in elevating the body. Going 
up and down stairs two steps at a 
time is even more stimulating. 


oe Correct Sitting Position. 
™~ ® correct aitting vosition,’’ Mrs. 
Parsons satd, “the hips should rest 


agairst the back of a chair the smal’ 
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of the back as well as the hips and 
stoulders should touch tt easily. The 
hip joint is a hinge, and we should 
lean forward from the hips in con- 
versing, reading and sewing, keeping 
the chest up and not allowing the 
body to sag at the waist or double 
over at the shoulders. 

“To walk well one must have a 
well-poised body and heaa. The 
length of the step should be regulated 
by our height, and we must acquire 
a certain bodily rhythm. Women whe 
turn their toes in or turn one in and 
hold the other straight, are extremely 
ungraceful. The rule is subject to 
modifications, height, length of leg 
or breadth of person, to turn the toe 
of each foot out, about two inches. 
The length of the step should be in 
proportion to height. Most men and 
women throw the foot too far for- 
ward for the natural stride, so when it 
strikes the ground it strikes with a jar 
on the end of the heel.”’

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O not attempt to make curry in 
-D a hurry| It takes four hours 
in which to make a curry 
worthy of the name. There is, how- 
ever, no reason why curry should not 
be made the day before it is wanted, 
for it improves by keeping and by Le- 
ing reheated. 

The best curries are made with the 
well-hung, uncooked meat, but quite 
a good result may be gained when 
cooked mnieat is employed. And now 
for the recipe for mutton curry: 

Mutton Curry—Take the best part 
of a well-hung, tender neck of mut- 
ton, trim off the fat, and cut the meat 
off the Bones (use the bones for a 
stock for clear mutton broth, and any 
meat left over as- well as the scrag 
end for a Scotch broth or Irish stew), 
and then divide it into neat pieces 
and put aside. Now weigh 56 ounces 
of margarine (of 3 ounces of clarified 
drippings and 2 ounces of margarine). 
Peel four medium-sized onions and 
1 apple, and chop them very finely. 
Melt the butter in a stewpan, and just 
brown the meat on it and put it aside 
again. Now add the onions and cook 
them until they are a deep golden 
brown, stirring often. Meanwhile, put 
1 tablespoonful of flour in a saucer in 
the oven for 10 minutes, then mix it 
to a smooth paste with a little cold 
stock, using 1 teacup in all, and add it 
to the onion mixture, and stir well. 
Cook very slowly, stirring frequently 
fer two hoursinall. During this time 
the onions will become quite soft, and 
the butter like oil, and the color of 
-_ the mixture will slowly deepen. 

Then add the meat and cook with the 
utmost gentleness for two hours long- 
er, stirring from time to time. Half an 
hour before the end of the time, add 
salt to taste and a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice. When done, tiie meat should be 

quite tender and coated with a rich, 
_ thick smooth sauce, neither unpleasant- 
ly hot to the taste nor flavored too 
strongly with onion. If you take five 
hours over the curry instead of four, 
give an extra half hour to the cooking 
_ Of the sauce and an extra half hour to 
_ the meat. The cooking must be gentle 
$m the extreme or the curry will become 
too dry and the meat hard. Some peo- 
ple like to add half an ounce of cleaned 
Wultanas and a tablespoonful of cocoa- 
nut water (dessicated cocoanut steeped 
tm water) to the onion; others prefer

Another delicious dish is a vegetable 
curry. For this, use 1 small vegetable 
marrow, boiled and cut in squares; % 
pound of cooked French beans, broken 
in half; 2 large tomatoes, quartered; % 
small cucumber, peeled and sliced; 1 
small apple, peeled and cored and sliced; 
% small cooked carrot, sliced. Make 
the curry mixture as before, and add 
the vegetables during the last 30 min- 
utes of cooking. 

Curry Made With Cooked Meat—If 
cooked meat must be used, choose it as 
underdone as possible; free it from skin, 
bone and gristle, and cut it into 
squares. Make the curry mixture as 
before, take it off the fire and let the 
meat soak in it for an hour or two (or 
all night for that matter), and reheat 
gently for half an hour before serving. 
Naturally, it fs not necessary to fry 
cooked meat, and even with raw meat 
it must only be fried just enough to col- 
or it a little.

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DETAILS OF ARMY 
STAFF UNIVERSAL 
SERVICE BILL 


Provision for Drafting Guard 
and Guard Reserve Into 
Federal Service. 


WASHUNGTON, April 6—The pro- 
visions, in 17 sections, of the army gen- 
eral staff’s universal service bill, as 
approved by the President, for presen- 


tation in Congress, are as follows: 


Section 1. For the immediate expan- 
sion of the regular army as described. 
with all vacancies thereby created in 
the commissioned rank to be filled by 
provisional appointment. 


Section 2. For the drafting into the 
Federal service of the full strength of 
the National Guard and National Guard 
reserve, “tor the period of the exist- 
ing emergency unless sooner dis- 
charged.” 

Section 3. For the raising by draft of 
an agditional 500,000 men, the sources 
from which officers can be drawn in- 
cluding the regular army, National 
Guard, officers’ reserve corps, volunteer 
officers, or from qualified graduates of 
civilian schools; officers up to and in 
cluding the rank of Colonel to be ap- 
pointed by the President without con- 
tirmation bv the Senate. 


Section 4. For the second 
of 600,000 men. 

Section 5. For the raising by draft of 
recruit training units as may be deemed 
necessary to maintain the active forces 
at maximum strength. 

Artillery Trains. 

Section 6. For the organization and 
equipment of provisional ammunition 
and artillery trains, exclusive of those

Section 7: For raising and maintain- 
ing only the regular army and National 
Guard and their auxiliary units until the 
President decides that “selective draft” 
is necessary, when it shall be applied; 
all of the forces to be raised exclusive- 
ly by selective draft of male citizens be- 
tween 19 and 25 years of age under reg- 
ulations to be formulated by the Pres- 
ident. Provision is made for propor- 
tionate quotas to be supplied from the 
respective states and territories, de- 
pending upon population and with credit 
given under such quotas for all men of 
the age affected who may have volun- 
tarily entered other branches of the mil- 
itary service. Service is fixed for, 
duration of the emergency. 

Exemptions Named. 

Section 8. For the exemption from elec- 
tive draft of the Vice President of the 
United States and the legislative, exec- 
utive and judicial officers, Federal or 
state, and of all persons in the military 
or naval service, of members of well 
recognized religious sects in which the 
creed prohibits participation in war. 
Provision also is made for the discre- 
tionary exemption or drafting for par- 
tial military service only of customs 
house and postal employes, workmen at 
armories, arsenals and navy yards, pi- 
lots and mariners actually engaged in 
sea service, persons engaged in indus- 
tries necessary to the military establish- 
ment or maintenance of the national in- 
terests, persons with dependent relations 
and all physically or morally unfit per- 
sons. 

Section Nine—For the registration of 
all persons liable to mniilitary service un- 
der the act upon proclamation by the 
President, such persons to report them- 
selves for registration as shall be pre- 
scribed, failing which they will be held 
liable for trial upon misdemeanor charge 
and punishment upon conviction by from 
three months to one year imprisonment. 
Subsequent, to which they will be duty 
registered for military service. 

Section Ten—For the employment of 
all agencies of the Federal Government 
of the states or territories by the Presi- 
dent to carry out the act, all public 
officials being required to aid in its 
execution under penalty of six months 


to one year’s imprisonment. Similar

Section 11. For voluntary enlistments 
under the qualification conditions now 
obtaining fn the regular army, except 
that the maximum age limit is raised 
from % to # years, and enlistments 
are for the period of the emergency 
only. Enlisted volunteers may be as- 
signed to any part of the Federal forces 
except those raised exclusively by 
draft. .Provision also is made for the 
discharge of any soldier who incurs re- 
sponsibilities after his enlistment which 
justify that step; and for the employ- 
ment of retired men of the regular 
army. ; 

Section 12. For the appointment of 
general officers of appropriate grades 
as the President may deem necessary 
for the period of the emergency, to be 
selected from any part of the forces 
provided for, irrespective of their pre- 


vious rank, vacancies thus created in 
regular army grades to be filled by tem- 
porary appointment only. The lower 
rank permanent commissions of regu- 
lar officérs appointed to temporary 
high command will not be vacated nor 
their status in that grade affected. 
Every War Department bureau chief 
would have the emergency rank of Ma- 
jor-General. 

Section 13. For vacation by the 
President of any temporary or pro- 
visional commission for cause. Each 
general commanding a separate tacti- 
cal unit would be authorized to name 
efficiency boards to pass upon the 
fitness of any officer in his command 
and recommend discharge with one 
month’s pay and allowances if advis- 
able. 

Section 14. For regular army pay 
allowances and pensions to all offi- 
cers and men in the Federal service. 

Section 16. For the blanket appro- 


priation of nearly three billion dol- 


lars to pay the expenses of one year’s 
operation of the act.

AMSTERDAM, April 6.—The Weser 
Zeitung of Bremen professes amaze- 
ment at President Wilson’s speech, 
which it calls “an accumulation of mis- 
statements, hateful insinuations and 
one-sided prejudices.”’ The paper con- 
tinues: “If ever a Power threw itself 
into a big war without sufficient cause 
it is the United States, which believes 


it is a peace Power because it is dem- 
ocratically governed.’’ 

The Weser Zeitung scoffs at the pa- 
triotic demonstrations in America as 


which Americans declare must be de- 
stroyed. It sees In the “‘desperate ap- 
peal of England to America” a sure 
sign that England soon will collapse. 
The Lokal Anzeiger, in a violent ar- 
ticle, says that President Wilson’s at- 
tempt to “inveigle the German people 
into a revolt against the dynasty beats 
anything for sheer hypocrisy in the 


history of the origin of the war shows 
the exact opposite of what Wilson con- 
tends, namely, that it is just the people 
who are ruled by a parliamentary sys- 
tem who become “tools of small groups 
of ambitious men.”’ 

Says Small Group Controls. 

It contends that in such states, as in 
absolute monarchies, the foreign pol- 
icy remains controlled by a few per- 
sons who know how to guard them- 
selves against outside interference.” 

*‘We must assume,” concludes the An- 
zeiger, “that President Wilson, know- 
ing all this, deliberately tells an un- 
truth. Not the German Government, 
but the German race hates this Anglo- 
Saxon fanatic who has stirred into 
flame the consuming hatred in Amer- 
ica, while prating friendship and sym- 
pathy toward the German people.” 

Count von Reventlow, in a later edi- 
tion of the Deutsche Tages Zeitung, 
abuses President Wilson in similar 
terms, and adds: “If the President 
Wants a fight for democracy in Ger- 
many he makes an _  unprecedentedly 
crude attempt by interfering in the in- 
ternal affairs of a European Power.’’ 

The Nord Deutsche Allgemeine Zei- 
tung, which is regarded as a semi-offi- 
cial organ, says: 

“A certain phrase in President Wil- 
son’s speech must be especially pointed 
out. The President represents himself 
as the bearer of true freedom to our 
people who are engaged in a severe 
struggle for their existence and liberty. 
What slave soul does he believe exists 
in the German people when he thinks 
that it will allow its freedom to be 
meted out to them from without. 

“The freedom which our enemies have 
in store for us we know sufficiently. In 
the name of freedom England will throw 
us into our old impotency, in the name 
of freedom France will snatch lands of 
German blood and in the name of free- 
dom the Czarists allied to them have 
dragged women and children and the 
aged into Russian captivity.

Dietary Specialists Declare Too 
Much Food Finds Way to 
Garbage Pail. 


VALUE OF 


Careless Handling and Improper 
Cooking Also Cited as 
Causes of Loss. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—Good food 
heedlessly throwm irto garbage pails, 
food allowed to spoil in the household, 
food ruined by improper cooking, and 
food destroyed by rats, mice, and insects 
constitute the heavy items in the $700,- 
000,000 annual waste of food in homes in 
this country cited recently by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. 

Much of this $700,000,000 household 
waste, the dietary specialists of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture declare, is 
easily preventable. 

That vast amounts of nourishing ma- 
terial, are thrown out from American 
kitchens and so made useless for human 
consumption, is well established by the 
returns from garbage and fertilizer 
plants showing the amount of fats and 
nitrogenous material recovered. 

Utilize the Leftovers. 

Much of the food is thrown out, the 
specialists say, because 50 many per- 
sons do not know how to utilize left- 
overs or will not take the trouble to 
keep and prepare them. The specialists

Stale bread can be 
utilized in a variety of ways in com- 
bination with vegetables and imeats and 
in preparing hot breads and puddings. 
Skim milk, too widely looked down upon 
as a food, although it contains practi- 
cally all the nourishing elements of 
whole milk with the exception of the 
cream or fat, can be used as a beverage, 
in cooking cereals, or as a basis for 
milk soups or sauces. Even sour milk, 
so largely thrown away, can be used 
in making hot breads or in the home 
manufacture of cottage cheese. 
Big Loss in Spollage. 

Every scrap of meat or fish can be 
combined with cereals or other foods 
lacking in pronounced flavor, both to 
Sive flavor and to add nourishment to 
made-over dishes. Every bit of fat or 
suet trimmed from meat before cookin:7 
or tried out in boiling, roasting or broil- 
ing can be made useful in cooking. 
Many butchers, after\they have weighed 
meat and named the price for the cut, 
trim off valuable suet and fat. This 
fat, which the housewife pays for, if 
taken home and used, would reduce ex- 
penditures for prepared cooking fats. 

Important amounts of perishable foods 
are made dangerous or inedible in house- 
holds because they are exposed unnec- 
essarily to heat, germs, dust, dirt, or 
to flies and other insects. 

Much milk spoils quickly because it is 
kept uncovered in warm kitchens. Close 
observance of the doctrine, ‘“‘Keep per- 
ishable food, especially milk, cool, clean 
and covered continuously,’’ may make 
a striking difference in the food bills of 
many families. 

Fruits which could be stewed and kept 
are allowed to spoil. Much food :s 
ruined by being stored where flies or 
other insects or rats and mice can get at 
it. Much cereal food is ruined because 
it is not protected against weevils or 
other ftnsects. 

Food Not Prepared Properly. 

Many housewives who complain that 
children and adults will not eat break- 
fast cereals fail to realize that the 
cereals they serve are -undercooked, 
scorched or improperly seasoned and 
thus made unpalatable. Most of the 
cheaper foods require vareful seasoning 
-and preparation to be fully appetizing. 
Vegetables properly prepared tempt the 
eppetite. Then they are served in sog- 
gy form or in watery or roorly flavored 
dishes, much of them will be lef: on the 
table. 

Much useful food gets into the garb- 
age pail because the housewife in pre- 
paring potatoes or other vegetables 
and fruit, such as apples, cuts off with 
the skin a considerable percentage of 
edible material. Careless paring of po- 
tatoes may consign as much as 2 per 
cent of the edible portion, including 
outer layers containing valuable mineral 
substances, to the garbage pail. Many 
persons are unaware that the green and 
tender tops of many vegetables which 
contain valuable mineral and other food 
substances, are excelent cooked as 
greens, or even as additions to salads. 
Many families take pride in serving 
lavish and overbountiful meals. Such 
meals lead inevitably to waste of food 
on the table and to overeating, which 
cften impairs health and efficiency.

TOWARD PRESIDENT

set our teeth until the victory of free- 
dom and right is achieved.”’ 

Ridicules Idea of Revolution. 
The paper ridicules President Wil- 
son’s hope that events in Russia are 
reproducing themselves in Germany, 
and says: “It would be peace indeed, 
but the peace of the grave. And thus 
Mr. Wilson would coax an intelligent 
nation like thé Germans! We would 
declare Mr. Wilson’s spéech the gravest 
insult ever offered to Germany did we 
not beljeve gt unnec@sary to work up 
anger against him and his friends. It 
will have no other effect on us than 
to steel all our manly German Chris- 
tian virtues and let Almighty God take 
care of the rest.”’ 

The Volks Zeitung concludes by re- 
affirming that Germany is fighting for 
the freedom of the whole world, which 
it declares would be in better custody 
in German hands than in American. 
The Frankfurter Zeitung says: 
‘‘Mnough has been written about Pres- 
ident Wilson's artificial humanity, which 
objected to the British blockade merely 
with words, but which resents the Ger- 
man, blockade as being inhuman. The 
President has brought about war calm- 
ly and methodically, while remaining be- 
fore his people and the world in the role 
of a preserver of peace. 

“Perhaps President Wilson did not 
want war at once. We never shared the 
opinion held elsewhere that conciliation 
of the German and American stand- 
points perhaps was feasible. President 
Wilson objected from the first so strong- 
ly against the new submarine war that 
his withdrawal was impossible without 
damage to his amour propre, which is 
pretty well developed. War with the 
United States does not frightén us be- 
cause it brings nothing not foreseen by 
the leaders of the German nation.” 


“The American people, neither mental- 
ly nor militarily, are equipped for the 
big war to the extent England is. What 
America will be able to do it is impos- 
sible to say. The value of American: 
help grows every month the war is pro- 
longed, but the entente will not be able 
to wait too long. Besides the energy 
with which America would act is quali- 
fied by the degree of warlikeness of her 
own people.’’ 

The newspaper expressed the belief 
that the masses of the people in the 
United States are not prepared to un- 
dergo the real sacrifices that war calls 
for. It denies that the developments 
Germany hopes for are similar to those 
of Russia. 

“What have the Russian peasants and 
workers to do with the South Slav plans 
of domination, and the desire 6f Petro- 
grad diplomacy for Constantinople?’ 
asks the newspaper. “Their existence 
was not threatened like ours and Rus- 
sia can still have a good and honorable 
peace. We must conquer for the sake 
of our existence. We also will be satis- 
fied when the observance of the laws of 
humanity are finally assured, the same 
as Mr. Wilson: but we include therein 
the not yet recognized law that the 
world must let the German people live

THOSE OF THE U.S. 


Prof. Carlier of Liege Univer- 
sity Here to Study Over 
Methods.

READY WHEN WAR ENDS 
Government’s Project After the 
War May Cost $200,- 
000,000. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Regenerated 
Belgium will model some of her impor- 
tant railway lines on the American plan. 
Railway capitalists of that outraged na- 


. tion have sent an agent to this country 


ty study our railroad operating methods. 
our great raliway shops, and, more es- 
pecially, the important electric ‘nstalla- 
tions on trunk lines ‘n various yarts of 
the United States. The name of this 
Belgian agent is Joseph Carlier. He is 
assistant professor of railways at the 
University of Liege. Prof. Cariier said 
he believed that at least $200,000 /G would 
be spent to place the railways of Bel- 
gium on a proper footing afcer the war, 
and that the United States would doubt- 
less be called upon to supply a large 
part of the new equipment. 

“I think the people who supply Bel- 
gium with the money will have to make 
the rial,"’": said Prof. Carlier. “But 
it is too soon to think upon that mat- 
ter, as the war is going cw slowly, and 
it is, after all, rather a matter for the 
allies’ conference in Paris, when they 
meet to arrange the terms of peace. I 
suppose that the pro-ally bankers of 
America, such as the house of Morgan, 
have not lost sight of the pcssibility 
that it will be only a matter of time 
until machinery and railroad ma- 
terials of all kinds will be required by 
Belgium in huge quantities. And quite 
right. It may be that the factories and 
workshops of France, England and Bel- 
gium will not be able to supply all the 
requirements. And the sympathetic re- 
flex action that has existed between 
America and Belgium during the war 
will, I think, be continued for a time 
after the war, assuring, I should say, 
that America will be asked to supply 
some of the material that Belgium will 
need for her railways, and, no doubt, for 
other industries. 

Want Rolling Stock. 

“T think that when peace is deelared 
in Belgium we shall take over some 
rolling stock for our railroads from the 
Germans, so as to be able to satisfy 
the first necessities of the traffic. This 
will be made a condition of peace. Ger- 
many has taken over—robbed—the fac- 
tories of Belgium. I think we will want 
from Germany a good part of everything 
tangible that she has taken from us. Of 
course, most of what she has taken can 
never be made up. Is it not so? But as 
the rolling stock which we will take over 
from Germans will not be quite suitable 
for our future requirements in Belgium, 
as we now figure these necessities, I 
think a new problem will arise—that is, 
the railroads of Belgium myst do more, 
and even much better, than they did be- 
fore the war, One reason is that our 
factories will be greatly enlarged. The 
volume of business will be greater; 
therefore, the transportation problems 
will be proportionaltey increased, and 
the railroads must prepare to meet the 
extra demands. 


“Information is rather scarce at pres- 
ent concerning the Belgian railroads. 
The big tracks afte all in operation, but 
mostly for military purposes. No Bel- 
gain is employed on the trains. They are 
ali worked by Germans. The repairs 
are all made by the eGrmans in 
the Belgian workshops, with only a 
little assistance by the Belgians—by bad 
Belgians—and yet they are only bad by 
force. It is for meat and drink only 
that a few Belgians work in this fash- 


' jon for the Germans. 


“The Germans have installed an ex- 
ceptional speed train for the purpose of 


showing us Belgians what they can do to 


beat us. I speak now of one train, 
very fast, which runs daily the 100 kilo- 
meters, or 62 miles, from Liege to Brus- 
sels, in one hour and a quarter. It is 
what you Americans cal] ‘bluff.’ There 
is & very difficult part of the line, where 
the grade for 12 kilometers amounts to 
8 per cent. It is not difficult to make 
he speed—we could do it—but to the 
mind of the Belgian people it is ‘bluff.’ 


Make Prisoners Work. 

“Another bluff is a new four-track 
line being put down by the Germans 
from Aix-la-Chapelle toward Calais. Tne 
Germans are building the line with the 
assistance of Russian prisoners, .who 
were made to do that kind of work 
against all conventions, all articles of 
agreement. The Germans have als> 
made their Russian prisoners work in 
the granite quarries, for railroad mate- 
rial used in the construction of this new 
line. It has been built up roughly to 
Herck-la-Ville, or for perhaps 30 miles. 
The intention is to make it a four-track 
system, and ultimately to connect by 
this new railroad the city of Antwerp, 
perhaps with the view of retirement by 
the Germans from Antwerp by rail. The 
Germans are expert in the use of rails, 
not only for retirement, but in every 
way. They utilize railroads with the 
game skill that they utilize guns. Tho

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GOOD AND GENEROUS 
FEEDING IS IMPORTANT 


Even With High Prices It Will 
Pay to Take Best Care 
of Poultry. 


The feeding question is more impor- 
tant than usual this year, due to the 
cost element. The writer for years has 
followed the dry feeding system for 
chicks and for fowls, making an ex- 
ception of hard bread, by moistening 
it in skim milk or in water. Milk, of 
course, is better. 

Milk, either sweet, sour or buttermilk, 
is unexcelled food for poultry of any 
age. The last named is always good, 
and it tends to prevent diarrhea in 
chicks, but I prefer to feed it by itself. 

There are many kinds of good feed for 
chicks. I have used the commercial 
feeds 8 the staples. If well prepared. 
they ‘are good. Some are partial to 
flaked oats during the first stage. It 
is good food, but my experience is tnat 
the little chicks do not eat enough of it. 
I have never been able to depend upon 
it largely, though I believe in using it 
to some extent. 

Table scraps may be the best food of 
all if you can get them from your.own 
tables and from a neighbor or from a 
restaurant or hotel, but table scraps are 
scarce this year. The American people 
are wasting less than usual. 

Even with prices high, I am sure it 
will pay to provide good food and to 
feed it generously. It ought to be a 
good year to provide in some way for 
the maximum of green stuff. It is the 
cheapest of all and it promotes growth. 


AVOID FADS IN EATING, 
HEALTH EXPERT ADVISES 


Persons of Any Age Can Acquire 
Habit of Liking All Sorts of 
Food, It Is Declared. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., April %.—‘‘Fads in 
eating should be avoided,’’ says Dr. M. 
P. Ravenel of the department of pre- 
ventive medicine of the University of 
Missouri. “Generally speaking, a mixed 
diet gives us the best proportion of pro- 
teins, fats and carbonhydrates,.all of 
which are necessary for our well-being. 
Especially at this time, when foodstuffs 
are s0 expensive, one should be able to 

eat all kinds of foods. 

“There is no age at which a person 
cannot acquire the habit of liking all 
sorts of foods. Even an adult can over- 
come a prejudice, or even a dislike for 
certain foods, or a food with which he 
has become disgusted because, perhaps, 
he was made sick by it from overeating. 
Food habits are more easily taught, 
however, in early iife Every boy and 
girl should be taught to eat all sorts 
of foods. This enables them to live in 
any part of the world with comfort. It 
gives them a great variety of food, 
which insures a better balanced ration. 
It enables them to enjoy travel and 
sight-seeing more. Travel is spoiled for 
many people through foolish food habtis 
acquired in youth. 

“In illness the chances for recovery 
are enhanced by being able to take all 
kinds cof nourishment. Physicians are 
frequently embarrassed in treating pa- 
tients who have strong. food fancies 
which they think they are unable to 
overcome. 

‘Variety.in food insures better appe- 
tite Monotony in food is apt to lessen 
appetite. It is well known that appe- 
ties, as well as digestion, are largely 
physical. It has been shown that when 
prisoners aie fed on a monotonous diet, 
even when tkat diet is ordinarily good, 
they are affected with loss of appetite, 
vomiting and other digestive disturb- 
ances.”’ 


PASTOR FORCED 10: RESIGN 


Compelled to Quit Pulpit Because of 
Serious Charges. 
KOKOMO, Ind., April 5.—As the result 
of alleged misconduct, the Rev. James 
A. Sprague, for the last seven and 
one-half years pastor of the Main Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church, has been 
forced to resign his charge, and has sur- 
rendered his parchments as a member 

of the Methodist Episcopal clergy. 

The Rev. Mr. Sprague has left with his 
wife and family for Jacksonville, Fla., 
where he will engage in the real estate 
business.

WARTIME ASPECT OF THREE 
GREAT PORTS OF ENGLAND 


Post-Dispatch Correspondent Visits London, Liverpool 
and Manchester—Ships Arrive and Depart as 
Quietly as Possible. 


By JOSEPH W. GRIGG. 
Special Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch and New York World. 

LONDON, March 2.—Thousands of 
Americans know what such great Brit- 
ish ports as Liverpool and London are 
like in times of peace. I have been 
given an opportunity to visit these two 
ports, and Manchester, to tell the read- 
ers of the Post-Dispatch what they are 
like in time of war. They might be 
compared to gigantic pores in the epi- 
dermis of the world’s chief maritime 
power; for the life-giving products of 
the world, despite the U-boat blockade, 
are, through them, being absorbed. . 

During the week in which I made this 
round of the chief British harbors a 
total of 5005 vessels were in and out of 
ports in the United Kingdom. It was 
just a month after the German subma- 
rine edict of unlimited undersea war- 
fare had been announced, and only 27 
British ships were put down in that 
week. 

There is a stern appearance about 
these ports, and gray paint has a pre- 
ponderance that no peace-time visitor 
can remember. There were no flag-be- 
decked transatlantic liners carrying 
hosts of inward or outward bound tour- 
ists. That is only a memory. when ves- 
sels left they did so with no ostenta- 
tion, for war has no place for the littls 
amenities of peaceful traveling. The 
docks are prohibited areas. There must 
be very good reason indeed to be there, 
especially now. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the ordinary resident ‘n 
London or Liverpool has no inkling of 
when ships arrive or depart 

Signs of a New Arrival. 

But these vessels do not come and 
go without their presence being felt 
in some way by a considerable part 
of the population in more ‘<han one 
country. Today there may be _ well- 
loaded banana carts peddling their 
wares in Fleet street, although @ day 
or two before the banana marxet was 
at a standstill. It is then realized a 
fruit ship has come in. The American 
business man suddenly finds a big bun- 
dle of mail on his desk from across the 
pond, and he may hear in one of these 
letters that one of his has been re- 
ceived in New York. Then he turns to 
the morning paper, reads of the sub- 
marine casualties and realizes that the 
boat with his mail escaped the torpedo 
meant to send it to the bottom. 

Some of the best untold tales of the 
war center about such escapes or fail- 
ures to escape of merchant and passen- 
ger liners. I have heard many of them, 
and I have reason to believe many of 
them—for in the island kingdom much 
that is never printed passes %y word 
of mouth. These are the epics of the 
merchant seamen, and nowhere more 
than in the ports of Britain are the 
deeds of its merchant seamen more 
often told. 

No Trouble to Get Crews. 

‘‘We have no trouble in obtaining 
crews for our vessels,” said a high 
shipping official in London, and it was 
reiterated in Liverpool and Manches- 
ter. One third officer, in possession of 
his life after untold hardship, following 
the destruction of his vessel by a U- 
boat, sails again and is mined. He 
comes into port once more, and in 2 
hours signs on again. I heard of one 
man who was in six sea tragedies, a 
fireman formerly on the Titanic. He is 
still at sea. 


}as everything else. 


But all these things will not soon be 
forgotten in Britain’s ports, even if 
there is a tendency later to be lenient 
in other quarters, for shipping officials 
and Sailors are nursing a ‘‘strafe’’ 
against the Germans which will take a 
lot of undoing. 

I stood watching the grain being 
sucked out of a big vessel just in from 
the United States. The man beside me 
was a well-known shipping figure in 
one of the three ports’I visited. 

“‘How long after the war will it be 
before German liners have the facilities 
of normal times?’ I asked him. 


Possible Boyeott After War. 

He eyed me a minute as if to obtain 
a comprehensive view of something neu- 
tral, and added: ‘‘Ask one of the sailors 
on that boat. But I'll save you the 
trouble. He would only tell you what I 
will tell you. I believe we ought 
give them no facilities at all. I hope to 
see the British Government announce 
that German ships are to be furnished 
with no coal in any British ports. It 
would keep them out of the Pacific if 
we did so. They would not be able to 
trade in South American waters without 
obtaining coal in your ports.”’ 

If the German shipper is living in ex- 
pectation of an early welcgme from the 
British shipper he is reckoning witho:it 
foresight. 

At Manchester I found shipping offi- 
cials still referring with an _  ironicai 
laugh to the pre-war visit of the Germain 
burgomasters, when, to use the woris 
of one of these officials, ‘““‘We showeil 
them everything.’’ And, he quickly ad4- 
ed. raising his hand as if to make, his 
declaration more emphatic, “We never 
want to see any more burgomasters 
here.’’ 

Great Port Development. 

Among shippers there are opponents 
of the standardized ship and those fa- 
voring it. But all are unanimous in 
the belief that, once the immense ship- 
building yards turn their attention from 
warcraft to merchant vessels, and Ger- 
man building program will soon be out- 
distanced. I heard the. opinion ex- 
pressed, during my trip, that because 
of the necessity for overhauling, and 
the conversion to ordinary commerce of 
hundreds of vessels long in use for mili 
tary and naval purses, the Germans 
might “get the jump’”’ on the British 
nercantile marine at first, though it 
would be short-lived. 

Great port development is foreshadow- 
ed in the United Kingdom when peace 
comes. The Gladstone docks in Liver- 
pool, work on which is. temporarily 
halted for lack of labor, will be com- 
pieted, at an outlay of $22,000,000. On 
the Manchester Ship Canal I saw exten- 
sive docks, also in an unoccupied state 
because of the war, and the gigantic 
King George dock in London is so ex- 
tensive a piece of engineering that its 
long concrete walls give it the appear- 
ance of a large section of the Panama 
Canal. 

One of the most picturesque incidents 
of the trip through the London docks 
was at the West India docks, where, 
during the war, 2,000,000 gallons of rum 
have been placed in jugs and shipped to 
the troops in France. Hundreds of men 
were engaged in the work. The air in 
the dock sheds was so pungent with rum 
that fear would have been struck to 
the heart of any prohibitionist visitor.

Japanese Foreign Minister Says Du- 
ties Will Be Necessary to En- 
courage Home Industries, 
TOKIO, Apri: *.—Prediction that all 
the nations of the world will adopt a 
protective tariff policy after the war in 
order to check the importation of for- 
eign goods and encourage home manu- 
facturers, was made by Viscount Ichiro 
Motono, the Foreign Minister, in an 
address before the Japan Foreign Trade 
Association. The best way to meer the 
situation which would result, he said, 
would be to carry on manufacturing in- 
duStries in the country where the goods 

manufactured are to be sold. 

“In such a country as Russia, where 
industry still is in an infantile state.’’ 
he said, ‘“‘such enterprises can be car- 
ried on with the best possible result and 
to the best imaginable advantage. I 
strongly recommend this theory to our 
enlightened merchants.”’ 


LEPER HOSPITAL 


Hotel to Replace Havana Building of 
Interest to Tourists. ' 

HAVANA, Aprit *.—With the tearing 
down o fthe fire-blackened wall of the 
old hospital of San Lazaro, for decades 
the home of sufferers from leprosy, 
there disappears from the central sec- 
tion of Havana the last vestige of an 
edifice that has for many years been an 
object of morbid interest and curiosity 
to thousands of tourists and sightseers 
from all parts of the world. A large 
tourist hotel. to be erected by American 
capital, will take its place. 

Before the work of tearing down tho 
thick walls began, fire was set to the 
building, a section at a time, by order of 
the health authorities. Immense crowds 
witnessed the fires, which took place at 
night. In 1861, a priest named Manuel 
Gonzalez Maranon, with money savei, 
a donation by himself of eight years’ 
salary, and gifts from other sources, 


-constructed the hospital.

TEXAS COUNTY “BONE DRY” 
LAW IS VETOED BY GOVERNOR 


Say It Would Only Prohibit Many 
Good Citizens From Having 
Liquor for Personal Use. 
AUSTIN, Tex., Apr® ~.—The so-called 
county “bone dry” law enacted by the 
recent session of the Legislature has 
gone into the waste basket. Gov. Fer- 

guson disapproved it. 

‘It does not affect the territory where 
the sale of intoxicating liquor is per- 
mitted by law,’’ the Governor says in 
explanation of his veto. “It cannot 
affect the territory where intoxicating 
liquor is prohibited by law, because 
the territory is already free from the 
evils of the open saloon. It can only 
affect and prohibit the possession of in- 
toxicating liquor by a great number of 
our good citizens in dry territory who 
might desire to have intoxicating liquor 
for their personal use.’’ 

The Governor also expresses doubt as 
to the constitutionality of the law be- 
cause it would permit a man to take 
half a gallon of whisky into dry terri- 
tory for his own use and denies to that 
man the right to delegate an agent 
to do so. 

As passed, the act does not show the 
amendment that would cut out the priv- 
ilege of taking as much as half a gallon 
of liquor into dry territory for personal! 
use, the omission having been attrib- 
uted to a blunder by someone not iden- 
tified. Nevertheless, reference to it re- 
mained in the caption of the Dill, so 
that it would seem the Governor’s view 
that it would not stand judicial test 
cannot be successfully assailed.

FOR ENGLAND 1S 
BEING DISCUSSED 


Associated Chamber of Com- 
merce Favors Establishment 
of Decimal Coinage. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 15.—England is deep- 
ly interested in a partial reconstruction 


of her monetary system, and the Gov- 
ernment is considering adoption of deci- 
mal coinage. In order to bring the 
question definitely before the country 
the Associated Chamber of Commerce 
has decided to introduce, if permitted 
to do so, a bill into the House of Com- 
mons for the immediate establishment 
of a decimal etary system. 

The reasons for pressing the estab- 
lishment of decimal coinage are twofold 
—first, that decimal coinage in itself 
would be a convenience in banking and 
in account keeping generally, and, sec- 
ondly, that without decimal coinage it 
is impossible to introduce the metric 
system, 

Discussing the proposal, 
mist says: 

“The path of wisdom is to begin with 
decimal coinage, and the point we wish 
to press is that the introduction of deci- 
mal coinage can be made at once, leav- 
ing the nation afterwards gradually to 
adopt metric weights and measures as 
their convenience forces itself upon the 
attention of manufacturers and com- 
mercial men. But if decimal coinage is 
to be introduced at once, or in any rea- 
sonable time there must be no time 
wasted over fancy systems 

Would Abolish Farthing. 

“A writer advocates the adoption of 
the American dollar. Apart from very 
important questions of sentiment, the 
substitution of the dollar for the sover- 
eign would involve a confusing change 
in the practice of international com- 
merce and banking. The English sov- 
ereign is a unit of value to which the 
whole world is accustomed. It might 
almost be described as the keystone of 
our international banking position, and 
any interference with it is open to grave 
objections, though there is some attrac- 
tion in a suggestion for unifying our 
currency with that of Canada and the 
United States. 

“Starting from this point the rest is 
comparatively simple. We have already 
a coin representing the tenth part of 
a sovereign—the florin. We have also 
the farthing, representing the 960th part 
of a sovereign. The main change re- 
quired is the abolition of the farthing 
and the introduction of a new coin in 
its place representing the 1000th part of 
a sovereign. By preference this new 
coin shovld be called a ‘mil.’ 

‘Tt is worth while in passing to lay 
stress on this matter of nomenclature. 
A good many people have suggested that 
the new coin should be treated as the 
100th part of a florin and called a cent. 
The main objection to that course is 
that in the United States and in Canada 
the word ‘cent’ is already applied to a 
coin approximately equal in value to 
one-half pence, and it would lead to 
very great and entirely unnecessary. 
confusion if we used the same word for 
a coin approximately equal to a far- 


thing. 
Cent Would Be Confusing. 


"Tt may be added that the word ‘cent,’ 
quite apart from American and Cana- 
dian use, has already been done to 
death. In Ceylon the cent means the 
100th part of a rupee, and we have also 
in France centimes, and in Italy centsi- 
mi. It would be a very great conven- 
ience to have an entirely separate word, 
and the word ‘mil’ has the further ad- 
vantage that it emphasizes at once thc 
relationship with the sovereign. 

“For the moment all that is necessary 
is that this new coin should be issued 
from the mint and should be made legal 
tender at the rate of 25 mils for 6d. 
Simultaneousiy bankers and the com- 


mercial community generally should bw 
authorized to keep accounts in unds, 
florins, mils, instead of in pounds, shil- 
lings, pence. It would probably be nec- 
essary also to coin a 5-mil and a 10-mil 
piece and to suppress the present 3- 
penny piece. But these are details with 
ae we need not for the moment 
eal,’’
